'Fhe  law  of  1899  creating  the  State  Forestry  P>oard  requires  that 
it  shall  report  its  doings  and  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  at 
eacli  .session. 
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The  Forestry  Board  has  been  desirous  of  undertaking  forestry 
work  in  a way  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  the  forestry  situa- 
tion, but  has  been  handicapped  by  lack  of  means,  and  feels  that 
the  exigencies  of  the  hour  demand  and  public  sentiment  will  sup- 
port the  coming  Legislature  in  making  sufficient  appropriations  to 
put  the  work  of  this  Board  upon  an  effective  basis._ 

Itasca  Park. — By  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1907,  Itasca  Park 
was  made  a forest  reserve  and  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Forestry 
Board.  This  is  a beautiful  tract  of  35  sections  of  land,  located 
about  Itasca  Lake,  the  head  of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  should 
be  carefully  preserved,  so  that  future  generations  may  see  in  it  a 
sample  of  the  kind  of  forest  vegetation  that  originally  covered  a 
large  portion  of  the  state.  It  should  also  be  made  a great  demon- 
stration forest  and  become  an  important  game  preserve. 

The  state’s  principal  building  in  the  park,  known  as  Douglas 
Lodge,  overlooking  Lake  Itasca  and  in  the  midst  of  beautiful  pine 
forest,  built  of  logs  in  rustic  style,  contains  a large  sitting  room 
with  open  fire-place,  and  in  all  respects  is  well  adapted  to  the  enter- 
tainment of  visitors  or  guests. 

Land  Purchase. — Soon  after  Itasca  Park  was  made  a forest  re- 
serve the  Forestry  Board  undertook  to  acquire  by  purchase  certain 
private  holdings,  but  being  unable  to  agree  with  the  owners,  was 
compelled  to  resort  to  condemnation  proceedings  to  secure  497  acres, 
with  the  timber  thereon,  for  which  it  had  to  pay  $41,322.55.  It 
also  purchased  at  private  sale  40  acres,  with  60,000  feet  of  timber 
growing  thereon,  for  $450,  making  a total  of  $41,772.55  expended 
for  land  and  timber.  The  land  purchased  is  estimated  to  contain  a 
total  of  over  4,000,000  feet  of  standing  timber,  mostly  large,  thrifty 
Norway  pine,  situated  along  the  lake  shores  and  drives,  where  it  is 
conspicuous  and  especially  desirable.  .. 

There  still  remain  about  5,500  acres  of  private  holdings  within 
the  park  limits  which  the  state  should  acquire  as  soon  as  may  l^e. 
Oi  this  land  the  Pine  Tree  Lumber  Company  of  Little  Falls  owns 
3,300  acres,  which  it  has  offered  to  donate  to  the  state,  together 
with  all  hardwoods  growing  thereon,  and  all  the  cone  bearing  trees 
under  eight  inches  in  diameter,  provided  that  the  said  company  can 
have  ten  years,  free  from  taxes  on  the  timber,  in  which  to  remove  it. 
At  the  appraiser’s  price  for  land  and  timber  in  Itasca  Park,  it  is 
estimated  by  experts  that  this  is  equivalent  to  a gift  of  at  least 
$33,000  to  the  state.  The  taxes  exempted  would  probably  be  less 
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than  $10,000  if  held  for  ten  years.  As  it  is  desirable  to  hold  this 
forest  cover  on  the  land  for  a considerable  time  in  order  to  secure 
good  seedage  of  the  ground,  v^e  recommend  that  the  Legislature 
provide  for  the  acceptance  of  this  offer  of  the  Pine  Tree  Lumber 
Company.  This  company  will  also  perniit  the  Foresti*y  Board  to 
buy  such  groves  of  trees  skirting  the  lake  shores  as  may  seem  most 
necessary  for  the  best  development  of  the  park.  This  is  a very 
important  concession,  as  it  is  extremely  improbable  that  the  state 
will  purchase  all  of  the  standing  timber  within  this  area.  The 
Board  has  already  arranged  to  purchase  about  one  million  feet  of 
standing  timber  in  this  way. 

The  following  is  a financial  statement  of  the  total  cost  and  the 
present  value  of  the  state  holdings  within  the  park :

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^ Fire  Protection. — The  Board  regards  fire  protection  for  Itasca 
E'  Park  as  most  important  for  the  safety  of  all  trees  and  many  of  the 
I improvements  within  the  Park.  The  present  annual  appropria- 
^ tion  for  maintenance  of  the  Park,  $1,500,  has  been  carefully  ex- 

I pended  and  though  inadequate  to  the  pressing*  needs  of  the  Park, 
it  has  maintained  in  fairly  good  condition  the  stage  route  of  about 
nine  miles  through  the  Park  and  cut  firebrakes,  roads  and  trails 
to  the  extent  of  20  miles.  The  Park  now  has  a road  completely 
around  it,  not  what  it  should  be,  yet  providing  opportunity  for 
fighting  fires  and  protection  from  trespass.  The  Board  has  co- 
operated with  towns  adjoining  the  Park  and  with  Clearwater 
I County  to  secure  public  highways  on  the  border  line  of  Itasca  Park 
7 for  firebrakes. 

Forest  School. — In  co-operation  with  the  State  University  the 
Board  established  a forest  school  in  the  Park,  which  has  been  very 
successful,  and  did  much  towards  the  forestrv  education  of  the 
young  men  needed  by  the  state  to  preserve  its  great  forest  wealth. 
^ Means  should  be  provided  whereby  forestry  students  ma\*  be  em- 
[•  ployed  at  small  expense  in  improving  the  state  forests.  Without 
r such  experience  the  University  Forestry  School  cannot  sup])ly  the 

I trained  men  the  state  needs,  thus  missing  an  opportunity  of  develop- 
ing as  a minimum  expense  the  most  important  forestry  school  in 
America. 

Sales  of  Timber  in  Itasca  Park. — In  the  w inter  of  1907-8  the 
Forestry  Board  had  dead  and  down  timber  cut  in  Itasca  Park  to 
the  amount  of  800,960  feet,  the  net  proceeds  from  w^liich  amount- 
ing to  v$4,ii2.53  were  turned  into  the  state  treasury.  It  is  ])robable 
tliat  nearly  as  much  timber  can  be  .sold  from  the  Park  each  year. 

Tree  Planting. — Under  the  appropriation  of  $2,500  made  by  the 
act  of  April  23,  T907,  the  Board  planted  600,000  evergreen  seed- 
lings of  pine  and  spruce,  but  ])i*incipally  spruce,  in  U)0/  and  1908 
on  the  Ihllsbury  re.serve  (Cass  County)  and  has  planted  in  all 
205  acres  net  on  that  reserve.  There  is  a balance  left  of  that  ap- 
propriation amounting  to  $292,  and  deducting  amounts  expended 
for  setting  iron  stakes  around  the  reserve  and  for  making  fire  lanes, 
the  cost  of  planting  has  been  only  a little  over  $6.00  per  acre, 
•■7  less  than  one-half  cent  for  each  tree  planted. 

Bnrntsidc  Forest. — In  addition  to  Ita.sca  Park  and  the  1,000 
acres  of  the  PilLsbury  re.serve,  the  state  holds  20,000  acres  known 
as  the  Burntside  forest,  situated  about  ten  miles  west  of  Ely,  w'hich 
' - w^as  granted  to  the  state  on  the  initiative  of  the  Forestry  Board, 
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hy  Act  of  Congress,  April  28,  1904.  Not  a dollar  has  been  ap- 
propriated thus  far  for  the  care  and  development  of  that  forest. 
It  is  accessible  only  by  boat  or  trail.  The  nearest  road  to  it  is  the 
Duluth  and  Iron  Range  Railroad,  which  at  Robinson  station  ])asses 
within  about  seven  miles  from  its  southern  boundary. 

The  law  of  1903  authorized  the  Forestry  Board  to  purchase  for 
forest  reserves  at  not  exceeding  $2.50  per  acre,  land  adapted  for 
forestry,  but  no  money  has  been  appropriated  to  carry  the  law  in- 
to effect.  The  Board  recommends  such  appropriation  as  the  Legis- 
lature deems  expedient  to  make  this  law  effective. 

The  prevention  of  forest  fires  will  not  only  assist  natural  forest 
regeneration,  but  will  promote  that  feeling  of  safety  and  security 
among'  new  settlers  which  is  essential  for  the  development  of  the 
vacant  agricultural  lands  in  the  forest  regions.  It  is  therefore  for 
the  interest  of  all  our  people  that  ample  means  be  provided  for  the 
prevention  and  suppression  of  forest  fires. 

Minnesota  has  great  natural  advantages  for  reforestation.  Its 
future  prosperity  depends  much  upon  the  prompt  adoption  of  suit- 
able measures  in  that  regard. 

To  carry  on  forestry  work  by  this  Board,  even  in  a moderate 
way,  we  would  recommend  that  the  following  items  be  included  in 


the  General  Appropriation  Bill  for  each  fiscal  year : 

For  land  purchase  in  Itasca  Park.  $10,000 

For  construction  of  necessary  roads  and  trails  in  Burnt- 
side  forest,  and  for  care  and  improvement  of  said 

forest  10,000 

For  continuing  tree  planting  on  Pillsbury  reserve 2,500 

For  improvements  in  Itasca  Park 5 ^000 

For  repairs  on  Douglas  Lodge 500 

For  contingent  expenses  of  Forestry  Board 2,000

affecting  the  symmentry  of  the  settled  portions  of  said  village,  shall 
grant  a decree  detaching  such  land  from  such  village,  and  there- 
upon said  tract  of  land  shall  become  detached  from  said  village, 
and  shall  thereafter  form  a part  of  the  township  in  which  it  was 
originally  situated,  and  shall  in  all  things  be  subject  to  the  town 
government  of  such  township. 

Sec.  2.  Such  separation  for  said  village  shall  not  release  any 
such  tract  of  land  from  liability  on  account  of  any  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness  of  such  village  existing  at  the  time  of  its  sepa- 
ration therefrom.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Minnesota, 
Executive  Department, 

St.  Paul,  January  27,  1909. 

Hon.  A.  0.  Eberhart,  President  of  the  Senate: 

Sir — In  my  inaugural  address  to  the  Legislature  I called  attention 
to  the  necessity,  as  I saw  it,  of  legislation  upon  the  sul)ject  known 
and  generally  described  as  the  common  law  doctrine  as  to  the  non- 
liability of  the  master  to  a servant  for  injuries  occurring  through 
the  negligence  of  a fellow  servant. 

Since  my  last  biennial  message  to  the  Legislature  this  question 
has  been  quite  carefully  considered  in  a series  of  meetings  held  by 
representatives  of  employers  of  labor  and  their  officers,  labor  or- 
ganizations through  their  officers,  and  the  State  Labor  Commis- 
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sioner,  the  purpose  of  the  meetings  being  its  consideration,  with  a 
view  of  harmonizing  various  elements  by  the  elimination  of  the 
differences  which  have  hitherto  existed  between  the  various  organi- 
zations, and  to  occupy,  if  possible,  some  common  ground  and  there- 
by secure  legislation  which  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  laboring  classes 
without  working  particular  hardship  to  the  employers  of  labor. 

I am  more  convinced  than  ever  of  the  necessity  of  legislation 
along  this  line,  and  I believe  that  a long  step  in  the  right  direction 
has  been  taken  in  the  bringing  together  of  the  various  elements 
which  have  hitherto  been  opposed  to  each  other.  All  interested  are 
now  agreed  that  before  any  legislation  affecting  the  issue  is  enacted 
the  field  should  be  most  carefully  reviewed  with  the  object  of  se- 
curing to  labor  the  greatest  possible  benefits  without  embarrass- 
ment to  the  employers  of  labor,  and  they  have  united  upon  a plan 
which  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a commission  by  the  present 
Legislature  looking  toward  a scientific  investigation  of  the  entire 
problem  with  the  ultimate  purpose  of  the  preparation  of  a bill  for 
an  act  to  be  presented  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  which 
will  effect  an  equitable  solution  of  the  question. 

It  is  my  belief  through  conservation  of  the  waste  which  now  ob- 
tains a plan  can  be  devised  which  through  legislation  will  provide 
certain  and  sure  compensation  to  injured  workmen  without  a tax 
upon  the  industry  beyond  that  which  it  now  bears.  It  must  be  evi- 
dent that  great  care  must  be  taken  in  framing  this  legislation  to  the 
end  that  local  industry  shall  not  be  placed  in  the  jeopardy  of  unfair 
competition  with  the  industry  of  our  neighboring  states,  and  be- 
cause of  the  complex  conditions  which  may  prevail,  and  from  the 
natural  desire  to  do  justice  to  all  parties,  legislation  should  be  the 
result  of  the  most  careful  deliberation  and  consideration. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  this  matter,  I herewith  transmit 
a petition  suggesting  plans  for  legislation  along  this  line,  submitted 
by  the  Minnesota  Employers’  Association,  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  and  the  representatives  of  organized  labor,  and  in  the  plan 
set  forth  by  them,  I most  heartily  concur  and  commend  it  to  yon 
for  your  serious  consideration,  with  the  suggestion  that  the  pe- 
tition l)e  referred  to  the  proper  committee,  and  that  the  pe- 
titioners be  accorded  a hearing  in  the  premises.

memorial  service PATRICK  FITZPATRICK. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  memorial  service  in  memory  of 
the  late  Patrick  Fitzpatrick,  addresses  were  made  by  Messrs.  Works, 
Thorpe,  Coder,  Wilson,  McGowan,  Schaller,  Gunderson,  Farring- 
ton, Stephens,  Nelson  and  Peterson. 

Mr.  Works  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  a rising  vote : 

The  Honorable  Patrick  Fitzpatrick,  who  was  born  at  Galena, 
Illinois,  1851,  was  a member  of  the  Minnesota  State  Senate  for  two 
full  tenns  and  one  session  of  the  third,  died  Aug.  31,  1908. 

As  a member  of  the  senate,  his  work  was  marked  by  fearlessness, 
honesty  and  courage,  coupled  with  a courtesy  that  won  the  love  and 
admiration  of  his  associates.  He  loved  the  interests  of  his  adopted 
state  and  was  extremely  jealous  of  anything  that  tended,  however 
remotely,  to  impair  her  material  welfare. 
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His  was  one  of  those  rare  minds  which  dwelt  not  only  in  the 
present,  but  appreciated  the  past,  yet  seemed  to  grasp  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  future.  A man  of  strong  religious  convictions  who 
believed  in  his  church  with  his  whole  heart,  yet  was  catholic-minded 
enough  to  respect  and  honor  those  who  .differed  from  him.  It  was 
only  natural  that  a man  of  that  stamp  should  impress  himself 
forcefully  upon  his  associates  and  wield  a silent  but  potent  influ- 
ence over  them,  and  while  he  was  naturally  of  a silent  and  retiring 
disposition,  I am  safe  in  saying  that  no  man  w^as  ever  listened  to 
‘^with  closer  attention  than  he  when  addressing  the  senate  upon  any 
question. 

It  is  therefore  but  fitting  that  we,  who  were  associated  with  him, 
should,  in  token  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  in  his  life, 
pay  just  tribute  to  his  memory  by  placing  upon  the  minutes  of  this 
body  a permanent  record  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing,  as  an  expression  of  our  high  regard 
for  him  in  his  life  and  the  sincere  regret  in  his  death  and  the  honor 
in  which  we  hold  his  memory  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the 
Senate  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  that  a suitable  copy  be 
furnished  to  his  near  relatives  and  also  to  each  Senator  who  served 
with  him  during  the  session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Legislature.

S.  D.  WORKS. 


Mr.  President — I move  the  adoption  of  the  above  resolution. 
Death  is  always  clothed  in  mystery  and  shrouded  in  darkness,  and 
wise  is  he  who  can  see  a single  gleam  of  light  when  his  footfall 
sounds  in  our  midst.  It  certainly  comes  with  sadness  in  the  striking- 
down  of  a strong,  vigorous  man  in  the  height  of  his  usefulness,  who 
like  Patrick  Fitzpatrick  was  crowned  by  the  virtues  we  all  love,  even 
though  we  see  them  afar  off. 

Therefore  when  we  look  simply  at  the  physical  fact  of  his  death 
we  are  in  deepest  gloom,  liut  as  we  draw  aside  the  curtain  of  his 
past  life  and  see,  even  briefly  and  fragmentarily,  something  he  has 
accomplislied,  we  forget  the  death  and  rejoice  that  one  like  him  has 
lived. 
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His  life,  to  my  mind,  can  be  best  illustrated  by  the  imposing  and 
classic  columns  of  this  building.  As  we  look  at  the  massive  dome 
and  lovely , arches,  their  strength  seems  in  keeping  with  their  sur- 
roundings, but  the  genius  of  the  architect  was  not  satisfied  with 
strength  alone,  so  the  capitol  was  supplied  with  the  chaste  adorn- 
ment and  we  have  that  which  beautifully  typifies  the  life  and  charac- 
ter of  Patrick  Fitzpatrick,  namely,  strength  and  beauty  combined. 

His  life  was  characterized  by  such  simplicity  as  to  be  almost 
severe.  To  be  convinced  of  the  righteousness  of  an  act  was  equivi- 
lent  to  his  hearty  support  and  personal  friendship  and  even  personal 
interests  fell  before  the  greater  ideal  of  righteousness. 

The  position  he  occupied  in  the  Senate  of  1907  was  unique.  A 
member  of  the  so-called  minority  party  in  so  far  as  alignments  of 
this  character  could  confine  one  of  his  free  tendencies,  he  could  al- 
ways be  relied  upon  to  champion  the  causes  of  the  weak  and  un- 
popular and  oppressed.  He  had  political  opponents,  as  every 
strong,  independent  thinking  man  must  and  should  have,  but  Pat- 
rick Fitzpatrick  had  not  a single  personal  enemy,  and  happy,  indeed, 
the  man  who,  when  the  burdens  of  life  are  laid  down,  can  give  ex- 
pression to  similar  fact. 

Of  personal  memories  of  him,  I have  many,  and  they  are  precious, 
for  they  reveal  to  me  something  of  the  inner  life  of  the  man.  The 
lips  of  the  “old  man  eloquent”  are  silent  in  death.  No  more  shall 
his  voice  be  heard  reverberating  down  the  halls  of  this  Senate. 
The  simple,  busy  life  is  finished,  and  as  we  close  the  book,  emphasis 
has  been  given  to  a great  truth  in  “that  an  honest  man  is  the  noblest 
work  of  God.”

When  the  duty  of  placing  a wreath  to  the  memory  of  our  de- 
parted friend  and  co-laborer.  Senator  Fitzpatrick,  was  assigned  to 
me,  I considered  the  task  a sad  one,  while  in  another  sense  it  is 
pleasant.  No  explanation  can  be  needed  as  to  why  I used  such  ap- 
parently contradictory  terms.  On  the  day  the  news  of  his  death 
came  I wrote  an  article  in  one  of  our  local  papers,  from  which  I will 
quote  the  following: 

“Tuesday  evening  the  daily  papers  brought  the  sad  news  that 
Senator  Fitzpatrick  of  Winona  died  that  day.  To  the  average 
reader,  who  is  accustomed  to  have  deaths,  accidents  and  all  kinds 
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of  happenings  spread  before  him  daily,  the  simple  announcement  of 
this  death  can  awaken  but  little  interest.  I feel,  however,  that  your 
readers  should  know  a little  more  about  this  man,  as  he  has  been 
a member  of  the  law-making  body  during  the  past  ten  years. 

The  new  members  naturally  try  to  “size  up”  the  older  senators 
and  figure  out  as  best  they  can  what  kind  of  men  they  are  to  work 
with  during  the  two  sessions.  These  new  men  would  generally 
conclude  that  Senator  Fitzpatrick  was  a man  of  little  consequence. 
He  had  apparently  very  little  ability  and  was  of  homely  appearance, 
dressed  in  cheap,  rather  illfitting  “store  clothes,”  very  reserved  and 
intruded  his  company  on  no  one.  He  seemed  to  take  little  interest 
in  the  small  matters  and  routine  work  that  consumed  much  time, 
but  suddenly  when  some  bill  involving  a constitutional  question, 
where  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people  were  at  issue,  this  plain, 
and  unpretentious  man  would  take  the  floor  and  the  new  senators 
would  gaze  and  wonder.  What  could  he  have  to  say?  They  saw 
a changed  man,  a man  on  fire,  defiant,  aggressive  and  eloquent. 
When  he  “let  go”  all  was  stillness  and  rapt  attention,  not  a word 
nor  a motion  could  be  lost.  The  eloquence,  arguments,  Irish  wit 
and  sarcasm  combined  to  make  it  an  occasion  long  to  be  remem- 
bered. He  was  easily  in  the  front  rank  as  an  orator.  When  in 
Winona  during  the  latter  part  of  the  session  I made  some  inquiry 
about  my  good  friend,  and  found  nothing  but  kind  words  for  him. 
Remember,  Senator  Fitzpatrick  was  living  at  that  time  and  people 
in  his  home  town  spoke  well  of  him.  Among  other  things,  they 
said  that  as  an  attorney  he  was  truly  a defender  and  helper  of  the 
poor,  the  sick  and  the  unfortunate.” 

Of  him  it  can  be  truly  said  that  he  did  his  duty  faithfully,  ful- 
filling the  purpose  for  which  he  was  created  and  built  up  in  himself 
a manly  character.  As  Burke  said  of  a powerful  nobleman — “his 
virtues  were  his  means.”  Fitzpatrick  seems  to  have  in  his  life  fol- 
lowed the  advice  given  by  Burn’s  father  to  his  son : 

“He  bade  me  act  a manly  part,  tho  I had  ne’er  a farthing 

For  without  an  honest,  manly  heart  no  man  was  worth  regarding.”

My  acquaintance  with  Senator  Fitzpatrick  dates  back  only  to 
the  lieginning  of  1903,  but  this  period  includes  three  sessions  of 
the  Legislature,  in  the  last  two  of  which  he  sat  on  my  immediate 
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right,  aii4  I came  to  know  hirn  so  well  that  it  seemed  as  if  our 
kcquaintahce  had  been  lifelong. 

Patrick  Pitzpatrick  was  one  of  the  noblest,  one  of  the  very  best 
men  it  has  ever  been  my  good  fortune  to  meet,  and  the  Senate 
honors  itself  and  the  great  state  which  it  represents  by  pausing  at 
this  hour  and  uncovering  at  his  tomb. 

I speak  with  profound  sorrow  because  of  the  great  loss  which 
we  have  sustained  in  his  death,  and  yet  sorrow  is  mingled  with 
gratitude  to  the  All  Father  because  such  a man  as  Mr.  Fitzpatrick 
lived  in  our  state,  took  part  in  our  counsels  and  influenced  our 
thoughts  and  acts  for  so  many  years. 

No  one  in  the  short  period  devoted  to  these  memorial  exercises 
can  portray  his  character  or  do  justice  to  his  memory.  Of  a truth 
the  elements  of  life  were  “so  mixed  in  him  that  Nature  might  stand 
up  and  say  to  all  the  world,  ‘This  was  a man.’  ” 

His  personal  life  was  as  pure  as  the  sweet  breath  of  spring. 
During  all  the  hours  he  spent  with  me  no  impure  word  or  sugges- 
tipn  ever  passed  his  lips.  And  his  devotion  to  the  state  was  as 
the  devotion  to  purpose  of  the  sainted  knight  of  old  who  set  forth 
on  his  pilgrimage  to  wrest  from  the  heathen  the  tomb  of  the 
Master. 

He  was  a devoted  son  of  the  Church,  yet  his  religion  was  broad 
and  tolerant  enough  to  include  all  who  honored  his  Lord. 

His  home  relations  were  beautiful  and  his  friendship  ideal. 

He  was  a man  of  scholarly  attainments  and  a close  student  of 
history  and  politics. 

He  belonged  to  the  minority  party  in  this  body  and  in  modesty 
shrank  somewhat  from  giving  his  name  to  measures  of  reform, 
fearing  that  he  might  not  be  so  successful  with  them  as  others, 
but  the  record  of  his  vote  during  all  the  years  he  was  a member 
of  this  body  is  so  clean  and  pure  and  honest  that  it  constitutes  an 
ideal  service  which  we  may  all  study  with  profit. 

He  rarely  took  the  floor;  on  all  ordinary  questions  he  was  con- 
tent to  express  his  thought  by  his  vote,  but  upon  questions  of  great 
moment  or  where  some  moral  issue  was  involved,  when  the  divid- 
ing line  separated  right  from  wrong,  where  the  sanctity  of  home 
or  the  sacred  relations  of  family  were  called  in  question,  then  the 
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strength  born  in  him  by  generations  of  struggle  for  the  mastery 
hy  virtue  over  license,  and  good  over  bad,  became  concentrated  in 
liis  thought,  and  his  speech  came  as  a rushing  torrent  of  over- 
whelming logic  and  eloquence,  and  though  it  sometimes  failed  to 
stir  us  to  active  good,  it  rarely  if  ever  failed  to  restrain  us  from 
positive  wrong. 

So  walked  Fitzpatrick  among  us  in  the  prime  of  his  manhood. 

But  suddenly  the  silver  cord  loosed,  the  golden  bowl  broke,  the 
dust  was  returned  to  the  earth  whence  it  came,  and  the  spirit  de- 
parted to  God  who  gave  it. 

To  the  aged  death  comes  as  sunset  to  the  summer  day — when  all 
the  beauties  of  light  and  color  are  gathered  in  the  western  sky  for 
a brief  hour,  as  if  the  door  of  the  unseen  world  were  opened  and 
its  glories  allowed  to  shine  out  upon  us. 

But  the  fatal  arrow  struck  down  our  friend  while  his  sun  was 
at  meridian,  while  his  hand  and  brain  were  still  vigorous  for  the 
battle  of  life,  while  it  was  still  a great  privilege  to  be  a man  and 
live  and  work. 

We  mourn  his  loss,  but  can  we  say  his  death  was  untimely? 
I have  an  abiding  'faith  that  life  and  death  are  not  matters  of  acci- 
dent or  chance,  but  that  man  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  is  as 
immortal  as  the  undying  spirits. 

Life  and  death  are  great  mysteries  which  no  man  by  reasoning 
may  find  out.  But  when  reason  fails,  faith  begins,  and  it  leads  us 
to  the  feet  of  the  Infinite. 

‘T  know  not  where  Flis  islands  lift 
Their  fronded  palms  in  air; 

I only  know  I cannot  drift 
Beyond  His  love  and  care.” 

Dear  friend,  we  turn  from  thy  grave  to  face  the  problems  and 
])erplexities  of  the  future — the  great,  magnificent,  matchless  future 
thou  wouldst  bravely  have  faced  with  us. 

May  thy  noble  impulses  leap  over  the  narrow  void  from  death 
to  life  and  quicken  us  to  renewed  energy  and  zeal  in  every  good 
work.

Very  beautiful  and  touching  tributes  have  been  paid  to-day  to 
the  memoiy  of  our  late  colleague,  Senator  Fitzpatrick,  and  I am 
unwilling  to  forego  the  privilege  of  endorsing  what  has  been  so 
eloquently  said  concerning  his  life  and  character  and  of  briefly 
voicing  my  personal  admiration. 

This  occasion  is  unique  in  this:  Memorial  exercises  are  seldom 

held,  and  tributes  of  praise  are  seldom  spoken,  in  memoiy  or  in 
praise,  of  those  who  have  led  a life  of  self-effacement  as  did  our 
deceased  brother.  He  was  extremely  modest  and  extremely  re- 
served, always  preferring  others  to  himself.  In  no  respect  was  his 
a spectacular  life.  It  was  only  those  who  came  near  to  him  by 
close  association  who  fully  appreciated  that  in  everything  he  said 
or  did  he  was  actuated  by  the  purest  of  motives.  He  was  simple 
and  unaffected,  and  his  very  soul  seemed  to  be  clothed  in  humility. 
He  seldom  asserted  himself.  It  was  only  when  his  conscience  was 
touched,  when  some  position  was  taken  or  asserted,  which  he 
deemed  radically  wrong  in  principle,  or  some  measure  was  pro- 
posed which,  in  his  judgment,  encroached  upon  the  constitutional 
right  of  the  individual  citizen,  and  his  silence  might  be  construed 
as  acquiescing,  that  he  asserted  himself.  On  such  occasions  he 
would  most  earnestly  and  eloquently  assault  what  he  deemed  to  be 
wrong  and  assert  and  defend  that  which  he  -deemed  to  be  right. 
It  was  only  on  such  occasions,  and  under  such  conditions,  that  he 
laid  aside  his  innate  modesty  and  displayed  his  moral  courage  and 
intellectual  power. 

But  few,  if  any,  of  his  associates  in  this  body  knew  until  after 
his  death  that  for  almost  a year  prior  to  his  death  he  had  been 
seriously  ill,  and  hut  few,  if  any,  of  his  associates  here  knew  of  his 
death  until  they  saw  in  public  print  the  announcement  of  his 
burial. 

So  far  as  we  are  concerned,  therefore,  he  went  to  his  grave  un- 
honored and  unsung,  but  clierishing  his  memory  as  we  do,  because 
of  his  nobility  of  character  and  worth  as  a citizen,  it  is  appropriate 
that  we  place  upon  the  records  of  this  body,  in  perpetuation  of  his 
memory,  the  resolutions  reported  by  the  committee.

Ever  since  the  first  day  of  the  session  when  resolutions  were 
adopted  setting  apart  this  day  for  a memorial  to  the  Honorable 
Patrick  Fitzpatrick,  I have  looked  forward  to  this  hour,  but  had 
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intended  to  maintain  a silence,  for  it  seemed  more  appropriate  and 
fitting-  to  me  that  what  was  said  in  his  honor  should  fall  from  the 
lips  of  men  who  had  seen  longer  service  with  him  than  it  was  my 
privilege  to  enjoy,  and  this  morning  as  I sat  listening  to  the  senti- 
ments that  have  already  been  spoken  and  to  the  spirit  of  the  resolu- 
tions that  have  already  been  adopted,  I wished  I had  the  power  of 
language  to  pay  to  his  memory  the  tribute  that  it  deserves.  As 
we  walk  down  the  path  of  life  that  is  laid  out  for  us,  we  meet  all 
manner  of  men — most  men  are  good  men — most  men  are  honest 
men — some  men  are  endowed  with  rare  genius  and  ability,  and  here 
and  there  we  find  a real  natural  gentleman;  and  I may  say  that  in 
all  the  days  of  my  manhood,  I do  not  believe  it  has  been  my  privi- 
lege to  meet  another  man  who  better  combined  the  kindly,  amiable 
graces  of  the  true  gentleman  with  the  brilliancy  of  a trained  and 
grand  intellect  and  the  industry  of  a laboring  nature  that  makes  for 
the  good  of  the  commonwealth.  He  was  indeed  a great  man! 
It  was  said  a moment  ago — some  remark  was  made  with  reference 
to  the  feelings  that  come  over  new  members  when  they  first  come  to 
the  chamber.  I remember  well  my  feelings  two  years  ago  when  I 
first  came  here,  and  I presume  the  same  comes  to  every  other  mem- 
ber of  us  who  are  new — we  study  our  colleagues,  and  I cannot 
forget  that  as  we  sat  at  this  desk,  the  Senator  from  Dakota  County 
was  here  at  my  side  and  pointed  to  an  old  gentleman,  and  said. 
“Farrington,  there  is  the  orator  of  the  Senate,”  and  subsequent 
events  proved  to  me  the  verity  of  his  statement.  As  you  all  know, 
he  did  not  address  the  Chair  as  often  as  his  colleagues,  but  when  he 
did  we  all  leaned  forward  to  listen  because  we  knew  we  were  going 
to  hear  words  of  matchless  eloquence — hear  the  pulsations  of  a 
noble  heart.  His  face  would  light  up,  his  eyes  flash — he  seemed  to 
have  a magic  presence — there  was  a splendid  modulation  of  his 
voice,  and  his  grand  and  sweeping  gestures  seemed  to  magnetize 
the  Senate. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  listen  to  many  of  the  great  orators 
of  the  day,  but  I can  truthfully  say  that  I have  never  heard  any 
man  who  interested  me  more  than  did  our  old  friend.  He  was  a 
grand,  good  man.  I never  saw  him  until  I met  him  in  this  chamber, 
l)ut  I learned  to  know  the  value  of  his  service.  Almost  always  he 
was  at  his  desk,  constant  in  attendance  to  his  duties  in  both  com- 
mittees and  the  chamber,  and  always  for  the  people  in  every 
measure  for  which  he  voted.  Fie  worked  and  labored,  and  did  his 
duty  well. 
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I do  not  know  that  I can  add  anything  more  to  what  has  been 
said  this  morning,  but  there  is  one  thought  that  comes  to  me  in 
the  reading  of  these  resolutions,  and  that  is  for  the  members  of  his 
family — I do  not  know  them — I have  never  had  the  honor  to  be  a 
guest  at  his  home,  but  if  there  are  those  who  have  been  bound  to 
him  by  ties  of  blood,  let  us  have  for  them  the  kindliest  thought  to- 
day. Few  there  are  among  you  who  have  not  some  time  been  called 
to  stand  beside  the  open  grave  of  one  you  loved,  have  felt  that 
awful  grief  that  seemed  to  bear  you  down  to  earth,  that  darkened 
hopeful  skies  and  made  you  breathe  the  very  breath  of  anguish. 
Let  us  have  for  them  our  kindest  thought  and  may  we  hope  and 
believe  with  them  that  if  over  on  the  other  side  of  the  dark  river 
a place  is  appointed  for  them  who  have  done  their  duty  well,  who 
have  left  this  world  better  because  they  lived  in  it,  if  after  the  long 
dark  night  there  comes  a glorious  dawning,  then  Patrick  Fitz- 
patrick lives  again  in  the  gorgeous  sunlight  of  an  everlasting  day.

It  is  one  of  the  beautiful  things  in  life  to  observe  the  charity 
this  world  bestows  upon  the  memory  of  its  departed  brothers.  The 
lives  of  most  of  us  are  such  that  we  have  reason  to  feel  grateful 
to  know  that  after  we  have  passed  over  the  portal  of  time  and  gone 
to  our  everlasting  home,  our  good  deeds  only  will  live  in  the  mem- 
ory of  those  whom  Ave  have  left  behind.  Our  dear  dead  friend, 
whose  memory  we  honor  today,  does  not  need  the  charity  of  an 
earthly  forgiveness.  Flis  life  was  such  an  example  of  honor, 
purity  and  virtue  that  he  has  gone  to  meet  his  Creator  with  a soul 
so  clear  and  spotless  that  he  is  now  undoubtedl}^  enjoying  the 
eternal  reward  which  his  Creator  and  ours  has  promised  all  the 
souls  of  the  just. 

In  our  mad  rush  during  life  for  the  enjoyment  of  pleasure, 
wealth  and  fame,  we  are  occasionally  halted  by  visitations  of  sick- 
ness and  of  misfortune  which  cause  us  to  check  our  onward  course, 
and  break  away  from  earthly  pursuits  and  for  a time  at  least  con- 
sider the  higher  objects  of  life,  recognizing  the  mission  in  life  for 
which  we  were  created.

Ffis  was  a simple,  honest,  unassuming  character, 
with  all  those  elements  of  virtue  extended  into  his  daily  life  and 
while  I should  like  to  say  more  on  this  occasion  to  add  to  the  ex- 
pressions of  love,  esteem  and  respect  which  have  already  been  so 
beautifully  placed  by  the  members  of  this  body  over  the  memory  of 
our  absent  friend,  I could  offer  no  words  so  eloquent  or  express  no 
sentiment  so  beautiful  as  the  words  spoken  by  our  beloved  brother 
himself  when  two  years  ago  on  this  same  floor  he  joined  with  the 
members  present  here  today  in  a like  memorial  to  another  of  our 
distinguished,  deceased  members.

now  mourn  his  loss  to  say  those  l)eautiful  words,  ‘Well  done,  thou 
good  and  faithful  servant.’  ”

Senator  Fitzpatrick,  looking  down  upon  these  solemn  exercises 
must  realize  to  the  full  extent  that  desire,  and  even  in  the  spiritual 
life  it  must  be  a satisfaction  to  him  that  his  fellow  men,  not  only 
speak  kindly  of  his  memory,  and  that  they  never  have  nor  now  have 
any  thought  of  him  except  those  of  kindness. 

While  speaking  of  the  dead,  it  seems  not  out  of  place  to  say  a 
word  to  the  living.  It  is  undoubtedly  well  for  us  to  have  in  mind

Mr.  President  : With  our  heads  bowed  in  grief  and  our  hearts 

filled  with  sorrow  we  meet  here  today  to  pay  our  last  tributes  to 
the  memory  of  one  who  was  with  us,  and  one  of  us,  during  his 
life,  and  who  has  now  passed  to  that  great  unknown  toward  which 
we  are  all  speeding  day  by  day. 

Today  there  comes  to  our  mind  afresh  the  memory  of  our  de- 
parted brother,  and  with  that  memory  there  comes  to  each  one  of 
us  the  full  realization  of  the  great  loss  that  this  Senate,  this  state, 
and  all  the  people,  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  our  brother 
Senator — the  Honorable  Patrick  Fitzpatrick. 

While  with  sorrow  we  commemorate  his  departure  today — be- 
cause these  memorial  exercises  bring  home  to  each  one  of  us  the 
great  personal  loss  which  we  have  sustained,  yet,  with  this  sorrow 
there  comes  to  each  of  us  a measure  of  joy  and  of  happiness,  as  we 
remember  that  we  knew  him,  that  we  associated  with  him,  that  he 
was  one  of  us,  and  that  he  was  our  companion  and  our  friend. 

Patrick  Fitzpatrick  is  dead.  But  his  memory  still  lives,  and  the 
memory  of  that  noble  life  and  of  that  honorable  man  will  live  on 
and  on,  as  a shining  example  to  the  youth  of  today,  and  to  the 
generations  yet  to  come;  and  his  love  of  country,  his  patriotism, 
his  devotion  to  duty,  his  unswerving  integrity,  and  all  his  many 
virtues,  will  be  emulated  by  the  rising  generation  long  after  you 
and  I have  severed  our  relataions  with  the  state  and  have  sunk  into 
that  dreamless  sleep.  My  accfuaintance  with  Patrick  Fitzpatrick 
began  on  that  January  day  in  i899,wvhen  he,  together  with  the 
remnants  of  the  old  guard,  who  are  still  here,  with  Schaller  and 
Wilson,  with  Smith  and  Du  Toit,  with  McGowan  and  myself, 
stood  in  a half-circle  before  the  seat  of  the  presiding  officer,  and 
there  in  unison  made  oath  that  we  would  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
and  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  devolving  upon 
us  as  Senators  of  this  state. 

That  oath  Fitzpatrick  kept  faithfully  and  well. 

But  Patrick  Fitzj)atrick  needed  no  oath  to  make  him  see  his  duty 
clear.  He  needed  no  binding  obligation  to  compel  him  to  fulfill 
the  obligations  and  to  discharge  the  duties  which  he  owed  the  state 
and  all  of  its  people;  for  Fitzpatrick  was  the  soul  of  honor,  and 
was  of  the  people.  We  knew  him  well.  Session  after  session, 
day  in,  day  out,  we  sat  with  him  and  had  daily  knowledge  and  evi- 
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dence  of  his  work,  and  you  and  I,  and  each  one  of  us,  will  cheer- 
fully and  honestly  testify  that  his  great  talents,  his  tireless  energy, 
and  his  splendid  attainments  and  ability  were  ever  dedicated  to  the 
people’s  cause,  and  that  he  never  advocated  or  opposed  a measure, 
or  cast  a single  vote  for  or  against  any  proposition,  without  being 
thoroughly  convinced  that  what  he  did  was  for  the  people’s  best 
interest. 

His  was  an  inborn  love  for  the  common  people. 

His  was  an  intuitive  knowledge  of  their  wants  and  of  their 
needs.  And  it  almost  seemed,  that  because  of  his  simplicity,  that 
because  of  his  unassuming,  sweet  and  simple  life,  because  of  his 
supreme  faith  in  the  Master  who  trod  the  shores  of  Gallilee  in  the 
centuries  gone  by,  and  because  of  his  absolute,  unswerving  and 
blind  obedience  to  his  teachings,  that  there  had  come  to  him  from 
that  Master,  some  measure  of  his  Divine  love  for  the  poor  and 
lowly,  and  had  implanted  itself  within,  and  filled  his  heart,  with  a 
never-ending  love  for  the  poor  and  the  distressed,  and  graced  his 
brain  with  the  power  to  be  their  ever  constant,  faithful  and  might- 
iest champion. 

He  was  ever  simple  and  unassuming,  modest  and  unostentatious, 
and  none  knew  him  but  to  love  him. 

He  was  ever  at  his  post  and  every  bill  that  came  before  this 
Senate  was  carefully  scrutinized  by  him  and  his  great  legal  talent 
made  it  easy  for  him  to  understand  and  to  know  the  import  of 
pending  legislation. 

As  an  orator  he  had  no  equal  in  this  Senate,  but  he  rarely  ad- 
dressed the  Senate.  Of  him  it  could  not  be  said  “’Tis  remarkable 
that  they  talk  most  who  have  the  least  to  say;”  for  when  Fitzpatrick 
talked  he  had  something  to  say,  for  he  never  talked  unless  he  talked 
for  humanity’s  cause,  and  you  and  I who  have  heard  him,  know  full 
well  the  fascination  of  his  wondrous  eloquence,  we  know  that  when 
that  simple  man  arose  to  speak  that  there  was  cause  for  speaking, 
and  when  the  Senator  from  Winona  spoke  we  were  all  charmed 
and  enthralled  with  that  eloquence  which  came  straight  from  that 
heart  surcharged  with  love  for  his  fellow  man,  and  from  that 
brain  forever  dedicated  to  the  people’s  cause ; and  as  his  wonderful 
eloquence  swayed  and  swept  all  before  it  and  charmed  and  held 
spell-bound  all  who  were  fortunate  to  be  present,  there  came  to 
you  and  to  I,  the  picture  of  his  prototype,  battling  in  the  Virginia 
House  of  Burgesses  for  human  rights  and  human  liberties,  and 
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Fitzpatrick’s  captivating  eloquence  made  us  realize  that  we  were 
face  to  face  with  the  Patrick  Henry  of  Minnesota. 

He  left  this  Senate  without  an  enemy,  and  every  man  who  ever  sat 
with  him  was  his  friend,  and  from  the  lips  of  every  Senator  with 
whom  he  was  ever  associated  comes  unbidden  and  unsought  the  un- 
stinted testimonial  that  Patrick  Fitzpatrick  was  an  honest  man  and 
an  ideal  representative  of  the  people. 

The  people  of  Winona  had  faith  in  his  ability.  The  people  of 
Winona  had  faith  in  his  integrity.  The  people  of  Winona  had 
faith  in  his  honesty  and  that  he  would  prove  true  to  his  trust,  and 
sent  him  here  to  represent  them,  and  having  tried  him  they  re- 
newed his  mandate,  not  once,  but  twice,  and  no  man  but  will  say 
that  Patrick  Fitzpatrick  was  ever  true  to  his  trust  and  discharged 
all  of  his  duties  with  absolute  fidelity,  faithfully  and  well. 

His  work  is  ended.  No  more  will  he  counsel  us.  No  more  will 
be  ours  his  wholesome  advice.  No  more  will  we  be  benefited  and 
guided  by  his  knowledge  and  experience.  No  more  will  we  know 
his  cheerful  presence,  never  again  will  we  be  charmed  by  his  elo- 
quence, for  forever  mute  is  that  eloquent  tongue,  forever  gone  that 
cheerful  presence,  forever  stilled  that  great  and  loving  heart  and  for- 
ever hushed  that  eloquent  voice  that  so  often  pleaded  here  for 
humanity’s  cause. 

In  our  sorrow  we  are  cheered  in  the  knowledge  that  his  was  a 
noble  life,  our  grief  and  sorrow  is  assuaged  in  the  remembrance 
that  his  was  a good  life,  and  that  the  good  which  he  did,  dies  not 
with  him,  but  will  continue  to  bless  all  future  generations. 

And  while  with  sorrow  we  commemorate  his  departure,  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  we  shall  ever  remember  him  and  his  sweet  life,  and  with 
this  pleasing  memory  in  our  mind  we  will  bid  him  a brief  farewell  in 
the  hope,  the  l)elief  and  the  desire  that  when  our  days  are  numbered 
that  we  will  meet  him  and  enjoy  him  in  that  land  where  sorrow  and 
parting  are  no  more. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Calhoun,  as  a further  token  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Senator  Fitzpatrick,  all  further  business  of  the 
Senate  for  the  day  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Senate  adjourned 
until  II  o’clock  a.  m.,  January  29,  1909.

Mr.  Durment  offered  the  following  communication : 

St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  January  25,  1909. 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

As  most  members  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota 
know,  Henry  Mower  Rice,  who  died  in  1894  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
seven  years,  has  been  accounted,  and  as  we  think  justly,  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  citizens  of  the  State  of  Minnesota.  He  had 
much  to  do  with  the  early  history  of  the  State  and  was  very  helpful 
in  procuring  organization  of  the  Territory  of  Minnesota.  He  was 
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largely  instrumental  in  procuring  the  successful  negotiations  of  the 
treaty  with  the  Chippewa  Indians,  which  threw  open  to  the  settle- 
ment of  white  people  a large  part  of  what  is  now  the  most  fertile 
part  of  our  State;  and  rendered  great  aid  in  starting  this  great 
State  upon  the  road  to  greatness,  prosperity  and  distinction  as  a 
commonwealth  which  it  has  reached.  For  two  terms  he  was  a dele- 
gate in  Congress  from  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  and  secured  the 
passage  of  the  Enabling  Act  whereby  Minnesota  advanced  to 
Statehood.  He  was  one  of  the  first  men  the  Legislature  elected  to 
a seat  in  the  United  States  Senate.  He  ably  represented  the  State 
of  Minnesota  and  served  not  only  the  State  but  also  the  Union  in 
its  days  of  dire  distress  and  adversity  most  faithfully.  As  a proof 
of  his  public  spirit  and  generosity,  permit  me  to  mention  the  fol- 
lowing facts:  He  gave  two  acres  of  ground  to  the  St.  Joseph 

Hospital,  on  which  the  Assumption  church  now  stands.  He  also 
presented  to  the  City  of  St.  Paul  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  the  en- 
tire square  opposite  the  new  postoffice,  which  square  is  known  as 
Rice  Park. 

It  seems  to  me  only  fitting  that  there  should  be  placed  in  and 
about  the  Capitol  building  of  our  great  State,  portraits,  busts  and 
statues  of  the  distinguished  men  of  Minnesota,  in  order  that  their 
part  in  the  work  of  the  creation  and  development  of  this  great 
state  should  not  be  forgotten.  Being  born  upon  Minnesota  soil, 
and  a daughter  of  Henry  Mower  Rice,  it  is  not  unnatural  that  I 
should  feel  that  he  is  entitled,  with  other  distinguished  men  of  Min- 
nesota, to  be  accorded  such  recognition.  I realize  that  the  State 
cannot  be  expected  at  this  time  to  incur  any  considerable  expense 
in  carrying  out  the  plan  I have  suggested,  and  that  perhaps  it  can 
be  carried  out  only  at  private  expense.  I feel  strongly  tliat  such 
recognition  ought  to  be  given  to  a very  considerable  number  of  men 
who  have  been  distinguished  citizens  of  the  State,  and  that  if  it  be 
eventually  accomplished  it  must  have  a beginning.  At  considerable 
expense  I have  procured  a marble  bust  of  my  deceased  father, 
Henry  Mower  Rice,  executed  by  Luella  Varney,  a sculptress  of 
reputation  in  Italy,  who  has  executed  busts  of  other  distinguished 
men  with  success  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  for  whom  the 
work  was  done.  This  bust  is  not  only  a good  likeness  of  my  late 
father,  but  it  is  also  a work  of  artistic  merit. 

I hereby  offer  to  present  the  same  to  the  State  of  Minnesota  upon 
condition  that  it  be  installed  upon  a proper  pedestal  in  one  of  the 
niches  in  the  rotunda  of  the  new  Capitol  of  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota. I hope  that  your  honoralfie  body  will  see  fit  to  accept  of  this 
gift  and-that  it  will  l)e  but  the  beginning  of  a movement  which  will 
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result  in  there  being  placed  in  and  about  the  Capitol  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota  other  busts  and  statues  and  portraits  of  Minnesota’s  dis- 
tinguished men.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Honorable  A.  0.  Eberhart,  Lieutenant  Governor: 

Dear  Sir — Your  committee,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vestigating the  merits  and  reliability  of  the  so-called  Tubercaline 
Test  in  cattle  and  the  Alaline  Test  in  horses,  beg  leave  to  report: 
That  your  committee  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  undisputed  and 
reliable  tests  for  its  observation,  made  repeated  requests  of  the  State 
Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board,  to  send  one  of  its  veterinarians  to  ap- 
ply the  so-called  Tubercaline  Test  to  some  of  the  dairy  herds  con- 
veniently located  near  the  cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  but 
said  Board  has  persistently  refused  to  aid  and  co-operate  with  your 
committee  in  any  way  whatever.  Your  committee  learned  of 
several  herds  of  dairy  cows  that  had  been  subjected  to  the  Tuberca- 
line Test,  and  a large  number  of  animals  condemned  to  be  killed, 
and  being  desirous  to  obtain  some  reliable  evidence  as  to  the  value  of 
said  test,  made  arrangement  with  the  owners  for  that  purpose,  and 
from  among  those  condemned  cattle,  nineteen  were  taken  out  and 
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retained  by  the  owners,  and  nineteen  of  those  that  had  passed  the 
inspection  and  test,  and  had  been  pronounced  healthy,  were  substi- 
tuted and  sent  with  the  condemned  ones,  to  South  St.  Paul  for 
slaughter  and  post  mortem  examination;  and  in  every  instance, 
those  animals  so  substituted  were  pronounced  diseased,  and  many 
of  the  carcasses  condemned  by  the  State  and  Government  Inspec- 
tors who  conducted  a post  mortem  examination.  These  substitu- 
tions were  made  under  the  personal  observation  of  your  committee, 
and  in  the  presence  of  several  witnesses.  .All  those  animals  had 
been  tested  and  inspected  in  the  ordinary  course  by  expert  veteri- 
narians under  the  authority  and  directions  of  the  State  Live  Stock 
Sanitary  Board  and  the  post  mortem  examination  was  made  by 
the  Government  and  State  Inspectors  at  South  St.  Paul. 

As  to  the  value  of  the  so-called  Maline  Test  in  horses,  your  com- 
mittee has  been  unable  to  make  any  personal  observations,  owing  to 
the  refusal  of  the  State  Board  to  co-operate,  but  information  has 
come  to  your  committee,  which  it  has  reason  to  believe  is  true,  that  a 
number  of  horses  so  tested  and  condemned  to  be  killed  several  }^ears 
ago,  have  been  substituted  in  the  same  way,  and  others  secretly 
removed  and  hidden  from  the  inspectors,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from 
being  killed,  and  that  those  horses  are  at  present,  after  many  years, 
perfectly  healthy.  In  view  of  the  information  thus  obtained,  and 
of  the  great  importance  of  this  matter  to  the  people  of  this  state, 
that  they  shall  not  be  deceived  into  a false  security  as  to  their  health 
by  mysterious  and  worthless  tests,  your  committee  would  recom- 
mend that  if  the  Senate  desires  additional  information  it  orders 
such  further  investigation  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  its  guid- 
ance, in  making  just  and  necessary  laws  bearing  on  this  matter.

not  apply  to  such  locomotive  engines  used  exclusively  in  the  day- 
light.” 

That  section  two  (2)  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof 
the  following: 

‘Provided  that  in  case  of  accident  to  the  machinery  producing 
such  electric  head  light,  the  railroad  corporation,  receiver  or  lessee 
thereof  operating  the  same  shall  have  such  reasonable  time,  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  (30)  days,  within  which  to  make  the  necessary  re- 
pairs thereto,  and  during  such  time  the  company  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  penalty  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  operation  of  the 
engine  upon  which  such  head  light  is  not  in  use.”

MEMORIAL  SERVICE. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  memorial  service  in  memory  of 
tlie  late  John  L.  Gibbs,  addresses  were  made  liy  Messrs.  Cashman, 
Tliorpe,  Hall,  Anderson  and  Schaller. 
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Mr.  Cashman  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a rising  vote : 

Ex-Lieutenant  Governor  John  La  Porte  Gibbs  died  at  his  home 
in  Owatonna,  Minnesota,  November  28th,  1908.  He  was  born 
in  Pennsylvania,  in  the  year  1838.  After  receiving  a collegiate 
education  in  his  native  state,  he  entered  Ann  Arbor  University 
and  graduated  from  the  Law  Department  in  1861,  and  after  many 
hardships,  arrived  at  Albert  Lea,  Minnesota,  where  he  commenced 
the  practice  of  his  chosen  profession.  In  the  fall  of  1862  he  was 
elected  County  Attorney  of  Freeborn  County,  and  the  following 
year  was  elected  a member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from 
the  district  comprising  Steele,  Freeborn  and  Waseca  Counties. 

Mr  Gibbs  represented  his  district  in  the  Legislature  at  five  differ- 
ent sessions  thereof,  and  was  one  of  the  most  hard-working,  prom- 
inent and  conscientious  members  of  that  body.  In  1877  he  was 
elected  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  which  honor 
was  conferred  upon  him  again  in  1885.  In  1887  appointed 

a member  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  reappointed  in  1889, 
He  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1896  and  presided  over  the 
Senate  at  the  legislative  session  of  1897.  As  presiding  officer  of  the 
Senate,  Mr.  Gibbs  displaye'd  those  qualities  of  mind  and  heart 
which  carried  him  so  successfully  through  many  campaigns,  and 
which  compelled  the  respect  of  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him. 

As  a public  officer  he  made  the  interests  of  the  State  his  own. 
Though  a man  of  strong  convictions,  he  was  open-minded,  fair  and 
tolerant  of  the  views  and  opinions  of  others.  Flis  courtesy  towards 
his  opponents  and  those  who  differed  with  him  was  the  result  of 
the  promptings  of  his  kind  heart  and  of  his  broad  and  tolerant  dis- 
position. 

It  is  but  right  and  proper  that  the  body  over  which  Mr.  Gibbs 
presided  and  which  he  honored  by  his  presence  should,  as  a token 
of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held,  place  upon  its  Journal  a 
permanent  record  thereof. 

Therefore,  we  respectfully  submit  the  foregoing  lirief  statement 
as  an  expression  of  the  honor  due  to  the  memory  of  one  who 
wrought  so  well  in  laying  the  foundations  of  this  State,  and  we  ask 
that  the  same  may  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  this  Senate,  and 
that  a suitable  memorial  thereof,  duly  authenticated  by  the  Presi-

The  portal  we  call  death,  is  sooner  or  later  open  for  us  all.  That 
one  bare  fact  negatives  argument.  Upon  it  the  Christian  and  the 
Pagan  are  agreed. 

This  is  the  day  we  have  appointed  to  pay  our  last  tribute  of  honor, 
respect  and  affection  for  one  to  whom  it  has  recently  been  opened 
to  one  who  has  served  this  State  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  and 
presided  over  a former  session  of  this  branch  of  the  Legislature. 

On  November  28,  1908,  after  a long  and  well  spent  life,  the 
immortal  of  our  former  Lieutenant  Governor  John  L.  Gibbs  passed 
through  that  portal.  John  L.  Gibbs  was  born  in  Bradford  County, 
Penns}dvania,  May  3,  1838.  His  ancestry  goes  back  to  that  good 
old  stock  of  the  Colonial  days,  from  whom  he  inherited  the  healthy 
brain  and  honest  heart  that  was  in  a large  part  responsible  for  his 
subsequent  success.  Living  with  his  parents  on  a farm,  he  attended 
the  districts  schools  of  his  native  county,  afterwards  attending  the 
best  academic  institutions  of  Pennsylvania,  and  finally  graduating 
from  the  Law  Department  of  Ann  Arbor  University  in  1861.  After 
his  graduation,  the  lure  of  the  West  became  so  strong  within  him 
that  he  left  his  home  in  Pennsylvania  to  carve  out  a future  in  the 
unsettled  country  west  of  the  Mississippi,  which  was  almost  a 
wilderness  at  that  time.  After  crossing  the  Mississippi  near  Rock 
Island,  Illinois,  he  found  himself  without  a cent  or  a friend  to 
aid  him.  But  the  indominatable  will  and  tireless  energy  for  which 
he  was  noted  in  after  years  asserted  itself,  and  starting  out  on  foot 
'through  the  Hawkeye  State,  securing  such  employment  as  was 
offered,  he  finally  crossed  the  Minnesota  line  and  wandered  into 
the  Village  of  Albert  Lea.  At  that  time  he  was  twenty-three  years 
of  age,  and  all  that  he  carried  with  him  was  a good  character,  a 
willingness  to  work  and  an  ambition  to  make  something  of  himself, 
this  was  an  equipment  that  could  not  fail.  It  never  has  failed 
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and  never  will  fail.  When  arriving  at  Albert  Lea  he  secured  a 
position  as  school  teacher.  This  position  proved  to  be  the  pre- 
liminary step  to  one  of  the  most  successful  public  careers  in  the 
history  of  the  state.  As  the  village  school  teacher  his  talents  were 
quickly  recognized  and  in  the  fall  of  1862  he  was  elected  County 
Attorney  of  Freeborn  County.  A year  later  he  was  elected  to 
represent  the  Counties  of  Steele,  Freeborn  and  Waseca,  then  one 
representative  district  in  the  Lower  House  of  the  Legislature.  Since 
that  time  Mr.  Gibbs  has  represented  the  district  of  Freeborn  County 
in  the  House  five  different  terms.  His  prominence  in  that  body 
was  evidenced  by  his  election  as  Speaker  of  the  House  in  1877, 
and  again  in  1885.  In  1887  he  was  appointed  a member  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  and  was  reappointed  for  the  same  position  for 
the  ensuing  term.  In  1896  he  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor, 
retiring  from  public  life  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term.  Shortly 
after  his  arrival  in  Albert  Lea  he  took  up  a homestead  in  the 
township  of  Geneva,  Freeborn  County,  and  it  was  upon  this  farm 
he  lived  after  his  retirement  in  1898,  until  he  moved  to  Owalonna 
in  IQOO.  What  I know  of  him  I have  learned  from  my  association 
with  him  in  later  years  as  a citizen  of  the  county  I have  the  hoiTor 
to  represent  in  this  body.  Others  who  knew  him  in  his  home  county 
and  in  Southern  Minnesota  in  the  pioneer  days,  could  speak  moi*e 
fittingly  of  his  achievements  in  private  life,  and  his  successful 
public  career,  as  well  as  of  those  qualities  of  head  and  heart  which 
endeared  him  to  the  people  who  knew  him.  From  my  knowledge  of 
him  I can  truthfully  say  that  he  possessed  those  sterling  qualities 
which  have  commended  themselves  to  the  good  of  all  ages* and  with- 
out which  there  is  no  true  greatness. 

While  differing  in  party  opinion  and  affiliation  from  myself, 
of  strong  political  convictions,  a political  factor  for  a long  period 
of  years  in  the  Republican  party  of  the  County  and  State,  and 
an  opponent  of  unusual  energy^  and  force,  I always  found  him 
true  to  principle  and  never  actuated  by  prejudice.  His  every  actioh 
was  guided  by  principle  and  his  rare  good  sense,  his  kindly  manner, 
and  wonderful  tact  in  discerning  which  was  the  greatest  good  for 
the  greatest  number  won  for  him  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held 
by  his  neighbors,  regardless  of  party. 

We  shall  miss  him  as  a citizen  of  Owatonna,  the  people  of  his 
old  district  of  Freeborn  will  miss  him,  his  family  will  miss  him 
most  of  all,  but  he  has  left  us  a legacy  of  good  examples.  FI  is 
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old  neighbors  at  home  the  record  of  a fruitful  and  honorable 
service  as  their  representative,  and  his  family  a good  name. 

He  was  married  in  1868,  and  his  wife,  two  sons  and  one  daughter 
survive  him.  In  the  family  circle,  Mr.  Gibbs  was  always  cheer- 
ful, considerate  and  loving;  the  cares  of  his  life  he  carried  alone, 
its  happiness  he  shared  with  his  family.  The  light  his  sunny 
disposition  shed  about  his  home  will  never  wholly  fade.  What 
was  bright,  tender  and  true  of  him  will  be  uppermost  in  the  mind 
of  the  bereaved  wife,  sons  and  daughter,  softening  their  sorrow 
until  they  shall  meet  again.  His  life  is  but  another  example  of 
what  may  be  accomplished  by  the  poor  boy  of  today  who  has  had  the 
good  fortune  to  acquire  an  education  and  to  possess  the  hard  sense 
to  apply  it  advantageously.  He  was  well  balanced,  his  body,  his 
mind,  his  heart  kept  even  pace  with  each  other.  What  he  appeared 
to  be,  he  was — a large  hearted,  broad  minded,  kindly  man.  The 
last  three  years  of  his  life  was  a period  of  more  or  less  intense 
suffering,  his  ailment  being  of  cancerous  nature,  but  he  bore  it 
all  with  that  rare  fortitude  that  can  only  emanate  from  the  Christian 
heart.  He  died  surrounded  by  those  who  were  close  to  him  in  life, 
and  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  old  Geneva  cemetery  almost  in  sight  of 
the  old  home  that  had  sheltered  him  so  long,  and  which  he  loved 
so  dearly. 

I regret,  Mr.  President,  my  inability  to  eulogize  the  memory  of  the 
late  departed  with  a finished  oration,  embellished  with  the  rhetoric 
and  finely  turned  sentences  of  some  of  my  associates  in  this  cham- 
ber, but  his  character  needs  no  finely  turned  sentences.  No  mere 
words  can  carry  back  to  Mr.  Gibbs’  home  a single  expression  of 
kindly  esteem  that  the  good,  honest  people  of  Steele  County  and 
Southern  Minnesota  will  not  recognize  as  truth  and  justice  when 
spoken  in  his  memory.  To  his  neighbors,  to  his  beloved  family,  his 
character  will  endure  long  years  after  all  memory  of  his  political 
honors  has  passed  away.

With  but  very  few  exceptions,  there  is  sorrow  and  mourning 
when  a memljcr  of  the  human  family  passes  away.  Those  nearest 
by  family  ties  or  association  feel  the  loss  more  keenly,  while  in  a 
broader  sense,  tlie  death  of  any  good  person  is  a loss  to  all.  We 
that  are  intrusted  witli  the  law-making  power  become  more  or  less 
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intimately  acquainted  as  we  are  together  daily  for  several  months. 
During  the  session  the  different  ideas  or  policies  are  harmonized 
where  possible,  and  when  this  cannot  be  done,  the  differences  must 
be  argued,  explained  and  settled  by  a majority  vote.  The  vic- 
torious and  the  vanquished  meet  again,  probably  the  same  day  in 
committee  or  in  open  session  to  consider  and  act  on  entirely  different 
problems  and  groupings  made  again  on  different  lines,  and  so  the 
shifting  positions  continue.  Is  it  any  wonder,  then,  that  when 
death  calls  a member  of  this  family  away  from  our  midst  or  one 
that  has  presided  over  this  branch  of  the  Legislature  as  Lieutenant 
Governor  is  called,  that  we  mourn  and  reverently  place  a wreath  to 
his  memory? 

The  constantly  changing  personel  of  the  Senate  by  death,  volun- 
tary retirement  or  otherwise,  is  vividly  called  to  mind  when  we 
know  that  only  two  members  of  the  Senate  presided  over  by  honest 
John  L.  Gibbs  in  1897  are  members  of  the  Senate  today,  and  only 
one  of  those  two  has  been  in  continuous  service  since  that  time.  By 
changing  Tennyson  a trifle,  we  can  say:  That  men  may  come  and 
men  may  go,  but  the  State  goes  on  forever.  Wt  will  not,  how- 
ever, get  lost  in  contemplation  over  the  ravages  of  death  and  the  loss 
and  sorrow  incidental  thereto,  but  rather  take  a more  cheerful  view. 
We  think  of  the  great  work  done  by  the  sturdy  man  who  has  faith- 
fully guided  the  destinies  of  the  State  in  the  past,  and  among  those 
in  the  foremost  ranks  we  place  Governor  Gibbs.  He  could  not 
be  said  to  be  brilliant  as  the  term  goes,  but  rather  excelled  in  what 
we  term  common  sense,  rugged  honesty  and  a keen  realization  that 
the  public  business  was  his  business  in  common  with  all  good 
citizens.  In  addition,  he  was  kindly  disposed,  and  when  it  was 
found  necessary  to  refuse  a committee  appointment  or  other  favor 
desired,  it  visibly  pained  him  and  every  effort  not  in  conflict  with 
the  public  interest  was  made  to  satisfy  and  harmonize.  One  of 
the  most  difficult  tasks  of  a presiding  officer,  having  the  privilege 
of  appointing  committees,  is  to  satisfy  the  just  demands  of  the 
public  and  still  to  a degree  satisfy  the  individual  ambitions  or  de- 
sire of  the  members.  In  this  John  L.  Gibbs  was  eminently  success- 
ful. All  respected  and  obeyed  his  rulings  because  he  was  just. 
Being  especially  interested  in  farming,  he  would  naturally  further 
everything  that  tended  to  elevate  and  improve  the  condition  of  the 
tillers  of  the  soil.  His  sense  of  fairness,  however,  forbade  him  to 
advance  one  interest  or  industry  at  the  expense  of  another.  To 
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briefly  characterize  him,  I would  say  that  he  was  an  American 
type  of  a Country  Gentleman. 

'‘Not  for  to  hide  it  in  a hedge

John  L.  Gibbs  was  a friend  of  mine  for  many  years.  I have 
been  selected  as  one  of  those  to  do  him  honor  upon  this  occasion. 
It  is  with  some  trepidition  that  I rise  here  in  my  place  to  assist  in 
these  memorial  exercises.  The  eloquent  and  beautiful  tribute  of 
last  week  to  an  esteemed  member  of  this  body  who  had  recently 
passed  away,  admonishes  me  how  feeble  will  be  my  efforts  and  I 
crave  your  indulgence. 

John  L.  Gibbs  was  a man  whom  the  people  delighted  to  honor, 
Legislator,  Railroad  Commissioner,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Speaker 
of  the  House  and  other  important  offices  he  filled  with  honor  to 
himself  and  with  honor  to  the  locality  he  represented.  Thirty-three 
years  ago  I first  met  up  with  Mr.  Gibbs,  this  was  in  1876,  we  were 
both  members  of  the  i8th  Legislature,  both  comparatively  young 
men.  We  became  particularly  good  friends  upon  that  occasion 
and  that  friendship  continued  until  the  day  of  his  death.  How  well 
I remember  his  good  advice,  his  kindly  acts,  his  unselfishness  to- 
wards me — so  often  his  great  heart  was  in  the  right  place.  In 
the  years  that  followed  we  often  met,  talked  over  our  own  prospects 
and  the  agricultural  outlook  of  this  great  "bread  and  butter  state,” 
a name  to  which  he  contributed  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  any  other 
man  in  the  state,  a name  made  famous  by  our  great  dairy  interests, 
an  honor  to  the  promoters,  a credit  to  our  commonwealth,  for 
Brother  Gibbs  was  one  of  the  leading  dairy  men  of  southern 
Minnesota. 

Educated  as  a lawyer,  he  nevertheless  gave  his  entire  attention, 
in  late  years,  to  agriculture,  giving  his  fellow  farmers  the  benefit 
of  his  investigations  and  wise  councils.  He  was  ever  active  in 
his  efforts  to  make  the  pursuit  of  agriculture  attractive,  to  build 
up  the  conditions  and  broaden  the  viewpoint  of  the  farmer;  to 
this  vocation  his  life  was  mainly  devoted,  though  always  public- 
spirited,  interested  in  affairs  of  the  day,  which  admonishes  one  how 
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fleeting  is  political  preferment,  how  transitory  political  power.  In 
the  1 8th  Legislature,  where  Mr.  Gibbs  and  myself  found  ourselves 
in  1876,  there  were  such  men  in  the  Senate  Senate  that  year  as 
J.  B.  Wakefield,  J.  H.  Smith,  R.  I.  Smith,  Thomas  H.  Armstrong, 
J.  V.  Daniels,  Mort.  S.  Wilkinson,  J.  M.  Archibald,  Ignatious 
Donnelly,  J.  L.  Macdonald,  James  Smith,  Jr.,  C.  H.  Lienau,  Levi 
Butler,  R.  B.  Langdon,  W.  H.  C.  Folsom  and  others,  while  in  the 
House,  James  Middleton,  William  Crooks,  John  Linkenheimer, 
C.  D.  Gilfillan,  John  H.  Stevens,  C.  B.  Tirrell,  Dan.  Basset,  Frank 
Morse,  George  C.  Stone,  all  in  the  full  vigor  of  manhood,  all 
tasting  power,  all  battling  for  the  right  as  they  understood  it. 
Nearly  all  have  passed  to  the  great  beyond.  Again  I returned 
twenty  years  ago  to  this  body.  Very  few  of  my  old  comrades  were 
here  to  greet  me.  New  men  were  the  leaders,  doing  the  work  well, 
full  of  new  hopes,  full  of  greater  ambition.  Again  I find  myself 
a member  of  this  body.  In  passing,  I will  say  a more  thoughtful, 
kind  and  unselfish  assembly  of  men  never  before  composed  the 
upper  branch  of  the  Minnesota  Legislature.  While  we  differ  in 
many  ways,  a spirit  of  comradeship  seems  to  permeate  the  atmos- 
phere of  this  chamber,  and  as  I look  back  to  the  days  that  are 
gone,  as  all  of  you,  my  friends,  will  have  to  do,  how  pleasing  to  re- 
member the  thoughtful,  kindly  acts  of  a brother  member.  Such  as 
I now  think  of  I found  in  my  friend  for  whom  we  this  day  mourn. 

John  L.  Gibbs  was  an  honorable  man.  His  public  and  private 
life  was  without  a blemish.  He  was  an  honor  to  the  farming 
class  to  which  he  belonged,  and  I,  as  a brother  farmer,  representing 
in  part,  the  agricultural  interests,  with  other  Representatives,  extend 
our  condolence  to  the  bereaved  family.  With  them  we  lament  the 
good  man  that  is  gone,  with  them  we  are  consoled  by  the  belief 
that  he  has  entered  into  the  reward  prepared  for  the  true  and  good, 
entered  through  the  portals  of  the  pearly  gates,  upon  the  streets 
of  gold,  where  happiness,  joy  and  never-ending  love  prevails. 
There  John  L.  Gibbs  rests  peacefully,  gathered  to  that  Father  who 
doeth  all  things  well. 

B.  N.  ANDERSON. 

John  L.  Gibbs  was  born  in  Bradford  County,  Pennsylvania, 
May  3,  1838,  and  died  in  Steele  County,  this  state,  November  28, 
1908. 

He  received  an  academic  education  in  his  native  state  and  gradu- 
ated at  the  Ann  Arbor  law  school  in  1861,  when  he  removed  to 
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Albert  Lea,  where  lie  supplemented  his  legal  practice  with  teach- 
ing in  the  schools  of  Albert  Lea.  In  1862  he  was  elected  County 
Attorney  of  Freeborn  County.  He  was  elected  and  served  as  rep- 
resentative in  the  Legislature  of  1864,  1865,  1876,  1877,  1885*  and 
1895.  The  Legislatures  of  1877  and  1885  elected  him  Speaker. 
He  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1896,  and  was  appointed 
and  served  as  Railroad  Commissioner  from  1887  to  1891. 


The  above  however  is  but  a scant  outline  of  his  services  to  the 
state  and  his  fellow-men,  as  he  was  always  ready  and  eager  to 
aid  in  the  development  and  furthering  of  the  interests,  and  better- 
ing the  conditions  of  the  agricultural  population,  and  ably  and  con- 
spicuously did  so  both  by  speech  and  pen. 

His  services  to  the  state  as  a member  of  the  Legislature  were 
conspicuous  and  marked  by  his  thorough  knowledge  of  parliamen- 
tary pratice  and  rules,  and  being  in  addition  a finished  and  powerful 
orator,  and  a ready  and  accomplished  debater,  soon  attracted  at- 
tention and  wielded  influence. 


As  presiding  officer  his  rulings  were  distinguished  by  a uniform 
fairness  and  a firmness  justified  by  that  thorough  mastery  and 
understanding  of  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  world  in  guiding  the 
work  of  deliberative  bodies. 


I have  known  Governor  Gibbs  since  my  early  boyhood,  and  to- 
gether we  lived  through  and  shared  the  privations  and  hardships 
of  pioneer  life  and  times,  and  I learned  to  appreciate  and  value  his 
council  and  to  follow  the  reasoning  of  his  keen,  well-stored  and 
well-trained  mind. 


Political  contests  were  by  him  conducted  on  a high  moral  plane, 
and  I have  yet  to  hear  the  first  imputation  of  the  employment  of  any 
but  the  cleanest  methods  in  any  of  his  campaigns. 

Governor  Gibbs  was  the  friend  and  adviser  of  the  young  men, 
and  none  such,  who,  being  honest  in  their  ambition  to  succeed,  ap- 
plied to  him  in  vain.  He  delighted  in  assisting  them,  and  many, 
now  successful  business  and  professional  men,  owe  much  to  the 
kindly  helping  hand  first  tendered  them  by  Governor  Gibbs. 

Governor  Gibbs,  ])ioneer,  instructor  of  youth,  meml.)er  of  the  bar. 
State’s  Attorney,  Legislc'iJ:or,  Lieutenant  Governor,  scientific  agri- 
culturalist, will  long  be  remembered  and  has  left  the  impress  of 
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his  intelligence  on  the  institutions  of  the  state,  and  his  heritage  to 
his  state  which  h^ loyally  loved,  and  I can  add  nothing  to  his  fame 
and  reputation,  but  desire  to  bear  willing  and  loving  testimony  to 
his  high  character,  his  many  valuable  services  to  the  state,  and  ex- 
press my  personal  loss  and  profound  grief  at  his  death. 

Mr.  Hall  moved  that  out  of  respect  and  as  a further  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  the  late  John  L.  Gibbs,  the  , Senate  do  now  adjourn 
for  the  day  and  until  ii  o’clock  a.  m.^  February  5,  1909.

Resolved^  That  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  be  and  is 
hereby  directed  to  immediately  submit  to  the  Senate  a detailed 
report  and  statement  of  all  unpaid  claims  of  every  nature,  out- 
standing against  said  Board  to  date,  and  of  all  money,  if  any,  avail- 
able to  meet  such  claims,  and  that  said  Board  cease  to  incur  any 
new  and  additional  obligations  except  such  as  may  be  directed  by 
any  committee  that  may  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature  and  until 
such  time  as  the  Legislature  shall  by  law  provide  for  the  payment 
of  all  such  claims  and  additional  money  for  the  use  of  said  Board; 
be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  be,  and  is 
hereby  directed,  to  aid  and  co-operate  with  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Dairy  Products  and  Live  Stock,  in  such  manner  as  said  Com- 
mittee may  direct,  by  testing  any  number  of  cattle  in  any  number 
of  herds  that  said  Committee  may  direct,  by  applying  the  so-called 
tuberculine  test  in  the  usual  way  as  now  practiced  by  said  Board, 
according  to  law. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  is  hereby  directed  to  forward  a copy 
of  this  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary 
Board.

Mr.  Campbell,  from  the  Committee  on  Temperance,  to  whom

S.  F.  No.  150,  A bill  for  an  act  to  amend  section  one  thousand 
five  hundred  twenty-three  (1523)  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Min- 
nesota one  thousand  nine  hundred  five,  as  amended  by  chapter  three 
hundred  eighty  (380)  Laws  of  Minnesota  for  the  year  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  seven  (1907),  and  sections  one  thousand  five 
hundred  twenty-nine  (1529)*  and  one  thousand  five  hundred  thirty- 
five  (1535)  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Minnnesota  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  five  (1905),  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  and 
licensing  thereof. 

Reports  the  same  back  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  do 
pass. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Campbell,  from  the  Committee  on  Temperance,  to  whom 
was  referred — 

S.  F.  No.  149,  A bill  for  an  act  to  limit  the  granting  of  licenses 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Reports  the  same  back  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be 
amended,  as  follows : 

“Section  i.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  number 
of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  which  may  lie  granted 
by  any  county  or  municipality  shall  be  one  for  each  five  hundred 
of  population  or  fraction  thereof  in  any  township,  town,  village  or 
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city  of  this  state,  such  population  to  be  determined  by  the  last 
preceding  state  or  national  census;  provided,  however,  that  in 
all  such  cities,  villages,  towns  and  townships  where  a greater  num- 
ber of  licenses  may  have  been  granted  or  issued  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  act,  than  would  be  permissible  under  the  foregoing 
limitation,  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  local  authorities  are  hereby 
authorized  in  their  discretion,  to  grant  and  issue  licenses  equal  in 
number  to  those  granted  or  issued  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act,  but  no  additional  licenses  in  number  shall  be  granted  or  issued 
in  any  such  city,  village,  town  or  township  until  the  increase  in  pop- 
ulation thereof  brings  the  same  within  the  foregoing  limitation, 
whereupon  additional  licenses  may  be  granted  from  time  to  time 
to  lawful  applicants,  upon  compliance  by  such  applicants  with  the 
laws  of  this  state,  then  in  force,  until  the  total  number  of  licenses  in 
force  in  any  township,  town,  village  or  city  shall  equal  one  for 
each  five  hundred  of  population  or  fraction  thereof,  as  ascertained 
by  the  last  preceding  state  or  national  census.”

press messengers. 

''Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company  or 
lessee  or  receiver  thereof,  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
to  run  over  its  road  or  any  part  of  its  road,  outside  of  its  yard  limits 
within  this  state,  any  freight  train,  gravel  train,  or  construction 
train,  consisting  of  more  than  forty  (40)  cars,  exclusive  of  the 
engine  and  caboose,  with  less  than  a full  crew  consisting  of  six 
persons,  to-wit : one  engineer,  one  fireman,  one  conductor,  two 
brakeman  and  one  flagman.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
such  railroad  company  or  lessee  or  receiver  thereof,  to  run  over  its 
road  or  any  part  of  its  road,  outside  of  its  yard  limits  within  this 
state,  any  freight  train,  gravel  train  or  construction  train,  consist- 
ing of  forty  (40)  cars  or  less,  exclusive  of  the  engine  and  caboose, 
with  less  than  a full  crew  for  such  train  consisting  of  five  persons, 
to-wit : one  engineer,  one  fireman,  one  conductor  and  two  brake- 
men. 

"Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company 
or  lessee  or  receiver  thereof,  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota, to  run  over  its  road  or  any  part  of  its  road,  outside  of  its 
yard  limits  within  this  state,  any  light  engine  with  less  than  a full 
crew,  consisting  of  three  persons,  to-wit : one  engineer,  one  fireman 
and  one  conductor. 

"Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company 
or  lessee  or  receiver  thereof,  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Minne-

The  sum  to  be  paid  annually  for 
each  of  such  persons  shall  be  $150,  instead  of  $40,  as  hereinbefore 
specified  to  be  paid  in  other  cases,  which  amount  shall  be  paid  in 
the  manner  in  this  section  hereinbefore  prescribed.

The  Association  approved  the  recommendations  and  statements  con- 
tained in  said  memorial  and  recommended  that  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  co-operate  with  the  signers  of  the  memorial  in  an  effort 
to  carry  out  the  suggestions  therein  contained.

investigate  and  report  to  the  Legislature  on  the  following  matters : 

1.  What  would  be  the  effect  upon  and  how  great  the  injury  to 
property  and  citizens  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  from  the  erection 
and  operation  of  such  a plant. 

2.  What  would  be  the  effect  upon  and  how  great  the  injury  to 

the  State  University  and  its  grounds,  the  Agricultural  School  and 
its  grounds  and  the  State  Fair  Grounds  from  the  erection  and  opera- 
tion of  such  a plant  as  contemplated.  ,

moneys  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Legislature 
for  1909.

culated or  spread  abroad  any  advertisement  or  notice  of  any  kind 
containing  indecent,  obscene  or  immoral  language  or  pictures. 

“Section  2.  That  any  person,  partnership,  corporation,  associa- 
tion or  society  who  or  *which  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this 
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act  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  less  than  $25  nor  more 
than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  not  more" 
than  90  days.

Whereas,  The  Philippine  Islands  are  territory  belonging  to 
the  United  States  and  subject  to  the  laws  of  Congress  for  their 
government  and  the  regulation  of  their  external  relations,  and  are 
therefore  dependent  politically  and  economically  upon  this  country; 
and 

Whereas,  This  dependent  position  of  these  people  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  gives  them  the  status  of  wards  to  this  nation,  thus 
imposing* on  us  as  a nation  a solemn  obligation  to  accord  them 
every  opportunity  and  privilege  lying  in  our  power  that  will  con- 
duce to  their  welfare  or  improve  their  material  condition;  and 
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Whereas,  The  United  States  maintains  against  the  Philippines, 
its  own  territory,  tariff  duties  on  imports  from  such  islands  that 
are  a barrier  and  check  to  industry  and  a deterrent  to  the  material 
development  of  those  islands;  and 

Whereas,  This  attitude  towards  a weak  and  dependent  race  is 
foreign  to  the  traditions,  magnanimity  and  spirit  of  this  republic; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  That  the 
Senators  and  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  in  Con- 
gress be  advised  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  all  barriers 
against  or  restrictions  upon  or  affecting  the  free  interchange  of 
commerce  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands 
be  removed  or  suspended  so  long  as  this  country  exercises  juris- 
diction or  sovereignty  over  those  islands;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  furnished  to  the  Min- 
nesota Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  and  to  the  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  to  the 
Philippines  Committee  of  the  Senate  of  the  Congress  of* the  United 
States.

The  Committee  on  Dairy  Products  and  Live  Stock  submits 
the  following  report  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  resolution  on  page  5 of 
the  Senate  Journal,  Feb.  5,  concerning  the  Live  Stock  Sanitary 
Board  and  the  tuberculin  test,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  re- 
port : 

There  is  filed  with  the  Committee  a full  statement  giving  num- 
ber of  animals  killed  on  account  of  tuberculosis  and  the  amount 
due  to  each  owner  together  with  name  and  address. 

In  addition  is  filed  a copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Board,  show- 
ing that  its  accumulated  deficit  was  incurred  only  after  a confer- 
ence with,  and  on  the  advice  of  His  Excellency  Governor  J.  A. 
Johnson,  the  Attorney  General,  State  Auditor  and  the  State  Treas- 
urer’s office. 

As  called  for  by  the  resolution  the  Board  has  ceased  to  incur 
any  further  obligations  for  animals  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

Concerning  the  tuberculin  test : In  response  to  the  request  of 

the  Committee  the  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  tuberculin  tested 
twenty-five  head  of  cattle  owned  by  Swift  & Co.,  which  were 
passed  by  the  tuberculin  test  as  free  from  tuberculosis. 

The  application  and  the  entire  course  of  the  tuberculin  test  were 
carefully  watched  by  a representative  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

In  addition  were  also  tuberculin  tested  by  the  Board  nineteen 
head  of  cattle  owned  by  Senator  B.  E.  Sundberg.  The  result 
of  the  tuberculin  test  showed  fourteen  of  the  nineteen  animals  to 
be  affected  with  tuberculosis.  The  twenty-five  cattle  owned  by 
Swift  & Co.  and  passed  by  the  tuberculin  test  as  free  from  tuber- 
culosis, and  the  fourteen  cattle  owned  by  Senator  B.  E.  Sundberg, 
which  had  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test,  were  killed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Committee. 

The  post  mortem  examination  on  the  twenty-five  non-reacting 
“Swift”  cattle  showed  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis,  while  the* 
fourteen  reacting  cattle  owned  by  Senator  B.  E.  Sundberg  showed 
well  marked  lesions  of  tuberculosis,  some  of  the  animals  being 
badly  affected,  the  lungs  and  other  organs  presenting  a repulsive 
appearance. 
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These  results  show  that  tuberculin  is  a reliable  diagnostic  agent. 

The  records  of  the  tuberculin  test  of  the  two  lots  of  cattle  and 
the  post  mortem  of  findings  are  submitted  herewith  as  part  of  this 
report. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that  it  is  convinced 
the  tuberculin  test  is  accurate  and  reliable  when  intelligently  and 
honestly  applied,  and  the  only  means  in  a very  large  majority  of 
cases  whereby  tuberculous  cattle  may  be  detected.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  legitimate  use  of  the  tuberculin  test  should  be 
encouraged  by  the  state. 

Further,  your  Committee  find  that  the  deficit  which  has  accu- 
mulated is  in  accordance  with  law  as  a we  understand  the  term. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  resolution  ordering  the  discontinuance 
by  the  Board  of  further  tuberculin  and  mallein  tests  be  rescinded.

phanage, juvenile  delinquency,  juvenile  courts,  dangerous  occupa- 
tions, accidents  and  diseases  of  children  of  the  working  classes,  and 
legislation  affecting  children  in  the  several  States  and  Territo- 
ries, and 

Whereas^  It  is  the  belief  of  all  good  citizens  interested  in  the 
future  moral  and  physical  development  of  the  American  people 
that  the  child  and  woman  should  be  afforded  every  possible  pro- 
tection, both  in  their  physical  and  industrial  life,  that  they  may 
conduce  to  the  continual  elevation  of  our  people  in  all  moral, 
physical  and  mental  lines;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  By  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  Senate  con- 
curring, that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  views  with 
approval  the  efforts  of  states  and  individuals  to  protect  in  every 
manner  by  appropriate  legislation,  the  future  of  the  children  of  the 
land,  in  whose  hands  must  rest  the  future  destiny  of  our  people 
and  our  type  of  government.  That  it  furthermore  commends  such 
desirable  national  legislation  as  may  be  effective  in  producing  the 
desired  results.  That  it  furthermore  commends  the  attention  of  the 
Congress  to  national  legislation  of  this  character,  and  favors  a de- 
partment known  as  the  Children’s  Bureau,  to  be  erected  and  main- 
tained on  such  lines  as  may  meet  with  approval  of  the  Representa- 
tives of  the  people  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  directed  to  transmit  copies  of 
same  to  the  members  of  Congress  assembled.

MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr.  'fhorpe  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its 
adoption. 

Whereas,  The  details  of  the  “denaturized  alcohol”  law  recently 
enacted  by  the  last  Congress  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Commissioner. 

Whereas,  The  present  law  requires  a fee  of  twenty  dollars 
($20.00)  on  every  worm  in  . use  for  the  purpose  of  extracting 
spirits  from  the  different  products,  and 

Whereas,  This  would  apply  to  individual  consumers’  stills  with 
a daily  capacity  of  from  five  to  twenty-five  gallons  in  the  manu- 
facture of  “industrial  alcohol”  for  house  consumption. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  Minne- 
sota, that  the  twenty-dollar  tax  on  worms  for  “individual  stills”  is 
an  unnecessary  and  prohibitive  tax  and  to  a certain  extent  pro- 
hibits the  intents  and  purposes  for  which  the  “industrial  alcohol 
law”  was  enacted,  and  that  we  hereby  request  the  Internal  Revenue 
Commissioner  to  exempt  the  individual  consumers’  still  from  this 
unnecessary  tax. 

Resolved  Further,  That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded 
to  our  Representatives  in  Washington  and  to  the  President  of  the 
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United  States  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  asking  their  support 
in  this  important  matter. 

Which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Weis  offered  the  following  concurrent  resolution : 

Whereas^  It  is  currently  reported  that  an  effort  will  be  made 
either  at  the  approaching  special  or  at  the  62nd  Congress  to  secure 
the  enactment  of'  a graduated  inheritance  tax  bill  as  a source  oC 
revenue  for  the  National  Treasury;  and 

Whereas,  Minnesota  is  one  of  the  thirty-three  states  of  the 
Union  which  now  *has  a graduated  inheritance  tax  law  which  has 
been  sustained  by  the  courts  after  many  repeated  trials,  and  has 
produced  a revenue  to  the  State  Treasury  since  its  enactment,  and 
up  to  August  1st,  1908,  of  $365,882;  and 

Whereas,  The  Minnesota  Inheritance  Law  has  become  an  estab- 
lished principle  of  law  and  administration  in  this  State,  and  pro- 
duces a certain  revenue  without  imposing  any  great  hardship,  upon 
those  taxed  under  its  provisions ; and 

Whereas,  The  scientific  tax  associations  of  the  country  are 
unanimous  in  their  view  that  an  inheritance  tax  is  a function ‘prop- 
erly imposed  by  the  state,  and  by  the  state  alone;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  the  House 
concurring,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  people  of  this  state  that  the 
National  Congress  refrain  from  the  taxation  of  inheritances  for 
Federal  purposes,  and  to  reserve  this  source  of  revenue  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  several  states. 

This  Legislature,  therefore,  respectfully  requests  and  urges  the 
several  Senators  and  Representatives  representing  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  to  support  a properly 
drawn  joint  memorial  when  proposed  for  adoption  by  the  two 
houses  of  the  Congress,  declaring  it  to  be  the  policy  of  the  Federal 
government  to  refrain  from  the  taxation  of  inheritances  for  Federal 
purposes.

the  pending  of  his  application,  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  deducted 
from  his  or  her  voucher  or  allowance  of  claim.” 

2.  Strike  out  section  three  (3)  thereof,  and  renumber  section 
four  (4),  thereof,  so  as  to  read  “Section  3.”

the  concurrenece  of  the  Senate  is  requested.

JOINT  RESOLUTION. 

Offered  by  Mr.  Dorsey : 

Whereas,  For  the  transportation  development  of  the  great  in- 
dustrial interior  of  the  Continent  of  North  America,  nature  has 
provided,  on  the  one  hand,  the  Great  Lakes  chain  which  is  the 
greatest  inland  sea  in  the  world,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Mis- 
sissippi River  and  tributaries  which  have  no  equal  as  natural  trans- 
portation channels  for  a great  internal  commerce; 

Whereas,  The  freight  tonnage  shipped  from  the  port  of  Duluth* 
Superior  exceeds  that  of  New  York  or  any  other  American  port, 
while  the  net  tonnage  passing  from  Lake  Superior  through  the  Soo 
canal  is  three  times  that  which  passes  through  the  Suez  canal  in 
the  trade  between  Europe  and  the  Orient,  and  the  Great  Lake  fleet 
is  the  greatest  merchant  fleet  which  floats  the  American  flag; 
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Whereas^  Minnesota  produces  and  ships  to  eastern  furnaces  an- 
nually close  upon  30,000,000  tons  of  iron  ore,  which  exceeds  one- 
half  the  iron  ore  product  of  America  and  one-fourth  that  of  the 
world;  and 

Whereas,  This  iron  ore  should  be  converted  into  iron  and  steel 
by  Minnesota  labor  on  Minnesota  soil  for  distribution  throughout 
the  Mississippi  Valley  and  westward,  and  a great  industrial  plant 
for  such  purpose  is  now  being  established  at  Duluth; 

Whereas,  Minnesota  and  the  nearby  upper  Mississippi  Valley 
States  of  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  North  and  South  Dakota 
annually  produce  about  300,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  900,- 
000,000  bushels  of  corn,  oats  and  other  coarse  grains,  besides  a 
vast  tonnage  of  flour,  lumber,  live  stock  and  dairy  products,  much 
of  which  seeks  transportation  to  the  markets  of  the  world;  and' 

Whereas,  The  Great  Lakes  system  which  connects  with  the 
Atlantic  seaboard,  and  the  Mississippi  River  which  flows  to  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  have  their  common  source  in  Minnesota,  the 
tributaries  of  the  upper  Mississippi  extending  within  flfty  miles  of 
Lake  Superior,  and  the  union  of  the  Great  Lakes  and  Mississippi 
watersheds  by  canalization  would  make  the  greatest  internal  water- 
way of  the  world ; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concur- 
ring, that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Legislature  of  Minnesota  that  the 
commerce  of  this  great  lake  and  river  should  be  connected  by  a 
national  waterways  canal; 

Resolved,  That  such  waterway  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
this  state  and  nation,  and  we  hereby  pledge  the  co-operation  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Minnesota  without  .Federal  Government  in  the 
construction  of  srich  canal  and  in  canalizing  the  upper  Mississippi 
River ; 

Resolved,  Further,  That  our  delegation  in  Congress  be  and  is 
hereby  urged  to  impress  upon  Congress  the  necessity  for  immediate 
action  in  constructing  such  canal,  and  that  a copy  of  these  resolu- 
tions be  sent  to  each  Senator  and  Representative  from  this  state.

and  of  no  effect,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  said  Board  of  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commissioners  shall  have  authority  and  it  is  here- 
by made  their  duty,  upon  the  repeal  of  said  Chapter  No.  232  of 
the  General  Laws  of  Minnesota,  1907,  or  upon  it  being  made  to 
appear  to  said  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners 
that  said  Chapter  No.  232  has  been  adjudged  null  and  void  and 
of  no  effect  to  thereupon  within  the  same  period  of  time  thereafter

“The  State  Forestry  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  for 
the  State  of  Minnesota  donations  of  the  hereinafter  described  land 
within  the  limits  of  the  Itasca  State  Park,  and  such  donors  may 
reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  cut  and  remove  from  the-  said 
lands  all  the  white  pine,  Norway  pine,  Jack  pine,  spruce,  cedar, 
tamarack,  and  balsam  timber  eight  inches  in  diameter,  and  over 
four  feet  and  six  inches  from  the  ground  at  the  time  of  cutting; 
and  that  the  donors  of  the  said  land  may  reserve  the  right  to  cut 
and  remove  the  timber  growing  on  said  land  for  a period  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  years  from  the  date  of  such  donation. 

Tliat  section  two  (2),  of  said  bill  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

“All  the  taxes  levied  on  such  timber  which  the  donors  may  re- 
serve to  themselves  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  of 
Minnesota  for  a period  not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  the  said  donors 
.shall  have  the  right  to  drive  tlieir  logs  thru  Itasca  Lake  with  two- 
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foot,  head  of  water  during  such  period  of  ten  years,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  getting  the  timber  cut  on  such  lands  to  market. 

“In  addition  to  the  right  given  to  the  State  Forestry  Board  un- 
der this  act,  they  shall  reserve  to  the  state,  and  it  shall  be  part  of 
the  agreement  under  which  such  donation  is  made  that  the  said 
State  of  Minnesota  by  its  said  Forestry  Board  shall  have  the  right 
to  select  such  groves  of  timber  as  it  may  wish  to  preserve,  to  mark 
such  groves  and^the  trees  therein  with  copper  nails  or  white  paint, 
at  the  expense  of  the  donors,  and  to  pay  the  purchase  price  for  the 
stumpage  selected,  which  price  shall  be  the  same  as  that  awarded 
the  Red  River  Lumber  Company,  according  to  size : Provided, 
that  the  State  Forestry  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  make  partial 
payments  for  any  standing  timber  which  the  Forestry  Board  may 
purchase  from  said  donors. 

That  section  three  (3),  of  said  bill  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

'“There  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of  Eight 
Hundred  Dollars  ($800.00)  per  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  taxes  on  any  timber  that 
may  come  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.”

That  the  Board  of  Freeholders  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  Sections  748  to  755  inclusive,  Revised  Laws  1905 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  the  amendments  thereof,  in  cities 
of  twenty  thousand  and  not  less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  in  addition  to  all  powers  now 
granted  to  any  such  Board  of  Freeholders  in  any  such  city,  to  in- 
corporate as  part  of  the  proposed  charter  for  any  such  city  the  com- 
mission form  of  city  government,  and  to  provide  that  all  elective 
city  officers,  including  mayor  and  members  of  the  council,  shall  be 
elected  at  large  or  otherwise. 

“Section  2.  Such  Board  of  Freeholders  may  also  provide  in  such 
proposed  charter  that  all  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  ah  general 
municipal  elections  shall  be  nominated  by  a primary  election,  and 
that  no  other  names  shall  be  placed  upon  the  ballot  to  be  - voted  upon 
at  such  election,  except  the  names  of  those  elected  in  the  manner 
which  may  be  prescribed  by  such  charter;  and  such  charter  may 
provide  for  a primary  election  to  be  held  at  such  time  as  may  be 
fixed  preceding  the  general  municipal  elections,  and  that  the  judges 
of  election  for  the  general  municipal  election  shall  be  the  judges 
of  the  primary  election  and  may  provide  in  what  manner  any  per- 
son desiring  to  become  a candidate  for  any  elective  municipal  office 
may  become  a candidate  for  nomination  at  such  primary  election, 
and  may  provide  for  the  publication  of  statements  and  petitions 
of  candidates,  the  form  of  the  primary  election  and  municipal  elec- 
tion ballots  and  for  publication  thereof,  and  may  provide  that  there 
shall  or  shall  not  be  any  party  designation  or  mark  indicating  that 
any  candidate  is  a member  of  any  party  whatsoever,  whether  on 
said  primary  election  ballot  or  upon  said  municipal  election  ballot, 
and  may  make  provisions  with  reference  to  the  printing,  deliveiy 
and  authentication  of  ballots  and  for  the  counting  and  canvass  of 
results  of  such  primary  election  or  municipal  election. 

“Section  3.  Such  Board  of  Freeholders  may  also  provide  that 
the  administrative  powers,  authority  and  duties  in  any  such  city 
shall  be  distributed  into  and  among  departments  and  may  provide 
that  the  council  may  determine  the  powers  and  duties  to  be  per- 
formed by  and  assign  them  to  the  appropriate  department  and  de- 
termine who  shall  be  the  head  of  each  department  and  prescribe 
the  powers  and  duties  of  all  officers  and  employes  thereof,  and 
may  assign  particular  officers  or  employes  to  perform  duties  in  two 
or  more  departments;  and  make  such  other  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  for  the  efficient  and  economical  con- 
duct of  the  business  of  the  city. 
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“Section  4.  Said  Board  of  Freeholders  may  incorporate  in  such 
charter  provisions  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  mayor  and 
each  member  of  the  council,  and  may  provide  that  each  member 
of  the  council  shall  perform  such  administrative  duties  as  may  be 
designated  in  such  charter.' 

“Section  5.  Such  Board  of  Freeholders  may  also  provide  for 
the  recall  of  any  elective  municipal  officer  and  for  his  removal  by 
vote  of  the  electors  of  such  city,  and  may  also  provide  for  sub- 
, mitting  ordinances  to  the  council  by  petition  of  the  electors  of  such 
• city  and  for  the  repeal  of  ordinances  in  like  manner ; and  may  also 
provide  that  no  ordinance  passed  by  the  council  except  an  emer- 
gency ordinance  shall  take  effect  within  a certain  time  after  its  pas- 
sage if,  during  such  time,  a petition  be  made  by  a certain  percentage 
of  the  electors  of  the  city  protesting  against  the  passage  of  such 
ordinance  until  the  same  be  voted  on  at  an  election  held  for  such 
purpose,  and  then  such  ordinance  to  take  effect  or  not  as  deter- 
mined by  such  vote. 

“Section  6.  The  provisions  of  any  charter  of  any  such  city 
adopted  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  valid  and  shall  control  as  to

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  Special  Order  on  S.  F.  No. 
218,  the  consideration  of  said  Senate  File  was  taken  up.

Add  after  section  six  (6)  of  the  printed  bill,  the  following: 

‘‘Section  7.  For  the  purpose  of  extending  the  teaching  of  agri- 
culture, home  economics  and  manual  training  to  pupils  in  rural 
scliools,  and  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  influence  and  super- 
vision of  such  state  or  graded  high  schools  over  rural  schools,  one 
or  more  rural  schools  may  become  associated  with  any  such  state 
higli  or  graded  school  designated  by  the  state  high  school  board 
under  tlie  jirovisions  of  this  act  to  receive  state  aid.  Any  such 
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state  high  or  graded  school  shall  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  be 
known  as  a Central  School.’ 

“Section  8.  To  effect  this,  proceedings  shall  be  had  by  petition 
and  election  on  the  part  of  the  rural  school  or  schools  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  consolidation  of  school  districts,  and  ballots 
to  vote  upon  this  question  shall  read : 

“To  associate  with  Dist.  No.  — for  the  teaching  of 

agriculture  and  manual  training  Yes  No 

. The  district  or  districts  casting  a majority  vote  in  favor 

of  so  associating  with  the  central  school  shall  upon  the  approval 
of  such  association  by  a majority  of  the  school  board  of  the  cen- 
tral school  become  so  associated  and  the  rural  school  or  schools 
together  with  the  central  school,  shall  thereafter  be  known  as  the 
associated  schools  of  for  the  teaching  of  agricul- 

ture and  manual  training. 

“Section  9.  The  members  of  the  various  school  boards  of  the 
associated  schools  shall  meet  on  the  third  Monday  in  June  of  each 
year  at  the  central  school  building  to  act  as  a board  of  review  and 
to  examine  into  the  amount  of  money  expended  in  each  depart- 
ment of  work  herein  provided  for  and  to  determine  the  amount 
of  tax  which  shall  be  levied  on  the  association  rural  school  dis- 
trict or  districts  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  courses  of  instruc- 
tion as  provided  in  section  2 of  this  act,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
extending  such  instruction  to  the  pupils  of  the  associated  rural 
schools.  Provided,  however,  that  the  tax  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  mill  nor  more  than  four  mills  in  the  various  rural  school  dis- 
tricts in  the  association  and  such  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  other 
general  and  special  school  taxes  in  such  rural  districts.  The 
amount  of  such  tax  shall  be  certified  by  the  chairman  of  the  meet- 
ing to  the  County  Auditor  to  be  by  him  levied  against  property  in 
the  respective,  districts  and  when  collected  by  the  County  Treas- 
urer, such  tax  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  central  school 
who  shall  furnish  the  board  of  review  full  and  detailed  statement 
of  all  money  received  and  expended. 

“Section  10.  The  school  board  of  each  rural  school  district  asso- 
ciated with  a central  school  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  des- 
ignate one  of  its  members  by  vote  to  act  with  the  school  board  of  the 
central  school  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to  the 
teaching  of  agriculture,  domestic  economy,  and  manual  training  in 
such  schools  and  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  such  instruction,  both  in ' 
the  central  school  and  in  the  associated  rural  schools,  such  member 
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shall  have  equal  power  with  the  mernber  of  the  school  board  of 
the  central  school. 

“Section  ii.  The  principal  or  superintendent  of  the  central 
school  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  authority  and  supervi- 
sion over  the  rural  schools  as  over  the  central  school.  He  shall 
prepare  for  the  associated  rural  schools  a suitable  course  of  study 
embodying  training  and  instruction  in  agriculture  and  such  sub- 
jects as  are  related  to  farm  life  and  can  be  successfully  taught  in 
rural  schools. 

“Section  12.  The  relationship  and  obligations  between  the  as- 
sociated rural  school  or  schools  and  the  central  school  may  be  ter- 
minated at  any  annual  school  meeting  by  a majority  vote  of  the 
associated  districts,  but  not  until  the  central  school  has  had  at 
least  one  year’s  notice  of  the  intention  to  vote  on  the  question. 

Re-number  section  seven  (7)  of  the  printed  bill  and  make  the 
same  section  thirteen  (13). 

Adopted.

SPECIAL  ORDER. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  Special  Order  on  S.  F.  No.  37, 
consideration  of  said  Senate  File  was  taken  up. 

Air.  Cashman  offered  the  following  amendments  to  S.  F.  No.  37, 
and  moved  their  adoption : 

Add  at  the  end  of  section  one  ( i ) after  the  word  '‘Distance”  in 
line  No.  ten  (10)  thereof  , the  following: 

“Provided  that  where  two  or  more  lines  of  Railways  are  operated 
between  two  points,  the  board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission may,  in  its  discretion  authorize  the  longer  line  or  lines  to 
charge  a schedule  of  rates  in  effect  between  said  points  for  the 
shorter  line  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  board  may  im- 
pose as  to  the  rates  to  be  charged  at  intermediate  stations,  without 
being  required  to  meet  a like  rate  on  other  ]iarts  of  its  line.” 

Adopted. 

Add  after  section  six-a  (f)a)  the  following  sections: 

“Section  7.  That  every  owner  or  consignor  of  freight,  to  be 
transported  by  railway  from  any  point  within  this  state  to  any  other 
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points  within  this  state,  shall  have  the  right  to  require  that  the  same 
shall  be  transported  over  two  or  more  connecting  lines  of  railway, 
to  be  transferred  at  the  connecting  point  or  points  without  change 
of  car  or  cars  if  in  carload  lots,  and  with  or  without  change  of  car 
or  cars  if  less  than  car  lots,  whenever  the  distance  from  the  place  of 
shipment  to  destination,  both  being  within  this  state,  is  less  over 
two  or  more  connecting  lines  of  railway  than  it  is  over  a single 
line  of  railway,  or  where  the  initial  line  does  not  reach  the  place 
of  destination,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty,  upon  the  request  of  any 
such  owner  or  consignor  of  freight  made  to  the  initial  company  of 
such  railway  companies  whose  lines  so  connect,  to  transport  the 
freight  without  change  of  car  or  cars  if  the  shipment  be  made  in 
carload  lot  or  lots,  and  with  or  without  change  of  car  or  cars  if 
. it  be  in  less  than  carload  lots,  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  destina- 
tion, whenever  the  distance  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  destina- 
tion, both  being  within  this  state,  is  less  than  the  distance  over  a 
single  line,  or  when  the  initial  line  does  not  reach  the  point  of 
' destination  for  a reasonable  joint  through  rate.  This  section  shall 
apply  to  interurban  railroads  and  their  connections  with  ordinary 
steam  railways. 

‘'Section  8.  The  Board  of  Railway  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sioners shall,  within  ten  days  after  this  act  takes  effect,  notify  in 
writing  every  railway  company  owning  or  operating  a railway 
within  this  state  that  it  will  upon  a day  named  in  such  notice,  which 
day  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  days  after  giving  such  notice,  take 
up  for  investigation  the  subject  of  establishing  joint  through  rates 
as  herein  provided  by  the  railway  lines  in  this  state.  It  shall  also 
give  a similar  notice  directed  to  ‘Whom  it  May  Concern’  and  so 
publish  the  same  that  it  will  have  general  circulation  thorughout 
the  state.  All  corporations,  partnerships  and  persons  interested  in 
the  subject  may  present  themselves  at  the  hearing  and  be  heard 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  board  may  prescribe.  At 
the  end  of  the  investigation  which  shall  be  carried  on  with  due 
diligence,  the  said  Board  of  Railway  and  Warehouse  Commissioners 
shall  make  and  publish  a schedule  of  joint  and  through  railway 
rates  over  such  routes  and  for  such  traffic,  as  in  its  judgment  the 
fair  and  reasonable  conduct  of  the  business  requires  shall  be  done 
by  carriage  over  two  or  more  lines  of  railway  and  will  promote  the 
interests  of  the  people  of  this  state.  In  making  thereof,  and  in 
changing,  revising  or  adding  to  the  same,  the  Board  shall  be  gov- 
erned as  nearly  as  may  be  by  the  preceding  section  of  this  chapter, 
and  shall  take  into  consideration,  among  other  things,  the  rates 
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established  for  shipments  into  this  state  for  like  distance  over  single 
lines,  the  rates  charged  by  the  railway  companies  operating  such 
connecting  lines  for  joint  interstate  shipments,  and  the  increased 
cost  if  any  of  a joint  through  shipment  as  compared  with  a ship- 
ment over  a single  line  for  like  distances.  In  establishing  such  rates 
for  shipment  in  less  than  carload  lots  in  cases  where  at  the  con- 
necting point  or  points  in  the  line  of  shipment  the  connecting  rail- 
ways have  not  and  are  not  required  to  have  a common  station  or 
stopping  place  for  loading  or  unloading  freight,  the  Board  shall 
make  lawful  regulations,  as  in  its  judgment  will  be  fair  and  just, 
respecting  the  transportation  of  such  freight  from  the  usual  un- 
loading place  of  one  railway  to  the  usual  loading  place  of  another. 
The  joint  through  rates  thus  established  shall  be  promulgated  by 
mailing  a printed  copy  thereof  to  each  railway  company  affected 
thereby,  and  shall  go  into  effect  within  ten  days  after  they  are  so 
promulgated,  and  from  and  after  that  time  an  official  printed  sched- 
ule thereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
state  that  the  rates  therein  fixed  are  just  and  reasonable  for  the 
joint  transportation  of  such  freight,  between  the  points  and  over 
the  lines  described  therein.  The  said  Board  shall  deliver  a printed 
copy  of  such  schedule  to  any  person  making  application  therefor. 

“Section  9.  The  share  of  any  railway  company  of  any  joint 
through  rate  shall  not  be  construed  to  fix  the  charge  that  it  may 
make  for  transportation  for  a similar  distance  over  any  part  of 
this  line  for  any  single  rate  shipment  or  the  share  of  any  other 
joint  rate.  The  Board,  upon  such  reasonable  notice  as  it  may  pre- 
scribe, may,  upon  its  own  motion,  or  upon  the  application  of  any 
firm,  person  or  corporation  interested  therein  revise,  change  or  add 
to  any  joint  through  rate  fixed  or  promulgated  hereunder,  and  any 
such  revised,  changed  or  added  joint  rate  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  the  rate  or  rates  originally  established. 

“Section  10.  The  said  Board  is  empowered  to  authorize  upon 
proper  hearing  any  railway  company  whose  lines  connect  the  point 
of  shipment  with  the  point  of  destination,  but  requires  a longer 
haul  than  the  joint  haul  over  which  the  joint  rate  has  been  estab- 
lished, to  change  the  joint  rates  without  affecting  the  charge  upon 
any  other  part  of  its  line,  excepting  that  the  charge  for  a like  kind 
of  property  must  not  be  greater  for  a shorter  than  for  a longer  dis- 
tance over  its  railway,  all  of  the  shorter  haul  being  included  within 
the  longer. 

“Section  ii.  All  in  this  act  contained  shall  apply  to  interurban 
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railways  and  their  connection  with  ordinary  steam  railways  as  here- 
in provided. 

“Section  12.  .That  section  2018  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Minne- 
sota, 1905,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  repealed. 

Further  amend  by  renumbering  sections  seven  (7),  eight  (8) 
and  nine  (9)  to  read  sections  thirteen  (13),  fourteen  (14)  and 
fifteen  (15)  respectively. 

Adopted.  . ^ 

Amend  the  title  so  that  said  title  shall  read  as  follows : “A  bill 
for  an  act  relating  to  Railroads  in  the  State  of  Minnesota  and  pro- 
hibiting any  Railroad  Company  in  the  State  of  Minesota  from 
charging  or  receiving  any  greater  compensation  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  or  like  kind  or  class*  and  quantity  of  property 
or  freight  of  any  description  for  a shorter  than  for  a longer  dis- 
tance over  the  same  line;  prescribing  certain  powers  of  the  Board 
of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  in  reference  thereto  and 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  to 
classify  freights  and  fix  and  establish  maximum  rates  of  charges 
for  the  transportation  thereof,  save  as  in  said  act  provided,  and 
relating  to  joint  rates  over  two  or  more  competing  lines  of  Rail- 
way between  points  within  this  State  and  repealing  Section  2018 
of*the  Revised  Laws  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  1905.”

and  of  such  application,  the  court  may  receive  and  record  a plea 
of  guilty  to  the  offense  charged  in  such  indictment  or  information, 
or  to  a lesser  degree  of  the  same  offense  and  cause  judgment  to  be 
entered  thereon  and  pass  sentence  on  such  person  pleading  guilty 
and  such  proceeding  may  be  had  either  in  term  time  or  in  vacation, 
at  such  place  within  the  judicial  district  where  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted as  may  be  designated  by  the  court.  And  whenever  such 
plea  is  received  at  any  other  place  than  the  county  seat  of  the  county

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Minnesota, 
Executive  Department, 

St.  Paul^  April  6,  1909. 
Hon.  A.  O.  Eberhart,  President  'of  the  Senate: 

Sir  : I have  the  honor  to  return  herewith,  without  my  approval, 

S.  F.  No.  53,  A bill  for  an  act  to  establish  a state  normal  school 
at  the  village  of  Cass  Lake  in  the  County  of  Cass. 

In  my  judgment  there  is  no  pressing  need  for  the  establishment 
of  an  additional  normal  school  at 'this  time.  A study  of  the  geo- 
graphical condition  of  the  normal  schools  already  established  also 
indicates  to  a certainty  that  there  is  no  sufficient  reason  for  the 
establishment  of  a school  in  the  immediate  section  proposed.  Min- 
nesota now  has  a pedagogical  school  for  the  trainnig  of  teachers 
at  the  State  University.  It  also  has  five  normal  schools;  two 
in  Southern  Minnesota;  two  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state; 
and  one  in  the  central  part  of  Minnesota,  namely  at  St.  Cloud, 
which  serves  equally  the  northern  and  southern  portions  of  the 
state.  South  of  a line  east  and  west  through  St.  Cloud  there  is 
a population  according  to  the  census  of  1905,  of  1,371,246. 
North  of  this  same  line  the  population  is  608,666. 

The  total  attendance  at  the  various  normal  schools  now  es- 
tablished is  as  follows:  Winona,  867;  Mankato,  1,047;  St. 

Cloud,  1,193;  Moorhead,  896;  Duluth,  41 1.  The  schools  at 
Moorhead  and  Duluth  are  not  overcrowded,  and  can  easily  be 
made  to  accommodate  a larger  number  of  pupils  than  are  cared 
for  now;  and  while  there  is  now  ])erhaps  a recognized 
and  imperative  need  for  a larger  body  of  professionally  trained 
rural  school  teachers,  the  wise  policy,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be 
in  the  direction  of  increasing  the  facilities  for  this  purpose  at 
the  schools  already  established,  rather  than  to  create  another 
public  institution  which  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  be  an  added 
burden  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  of  Minnesota. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  state  is  not  such  as  to  warrant 
the  establishment  of  new  public  institutions  at  this  time;  and  in 
view  of  the  great  demands  made  upon  the  public  treasury,  and 
the  difficulty  we  have  in  raising  public  revenue,  we  ought  to 
proceed  very  slowly  in  the  direction  of  further  new  public  in- 
stitutions. It  may  be  argued  that  in  this  particular  case  this 
act  carries  no  appropriation,  but  if  it  is  to  be  effective  at  all, 
there  must  naturally  follow  very  large  appropriations  for  the 
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erection  of  new  buildings,  and  continued  appropriations 
throughout  the  years,  for  maintenance.  We  owe  it  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  to  be  prudent  and  economical,  and  no  new  edu- 
cational or  other  public  institutions  should  be  established  un- 
til it  is  clearly  shown  that  there  is  a pressing  need  for  it. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  argue  against  the  wisdom  of  the  Leg- 
islature in  fixing  this  particular  site,  further  than  to  urge  that 
it  never  has  had  the  approval  of  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the 
normal  schools,  but  bn  the  contrary  has  met  with  their  disap- 
proval for  reasons  which  it  is  not  necessary  now  to  assign, 
other  than  to  urge  that  the  school  population  of  Cass  Lake  is 
not  sufficient  now  to  provide  model  departments,  and  reason- 
ably will  not  be  for  years  to  come.  This  particular  locality  and 
the  section  of  the  state  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  locate  this 
school  are  as  yet  largely  undeveloped,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
determine,  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  what  are  to  be  the 
centers  of  population  of  the  future. 

In  view  of  the  uncertainties  of  the  future  development  of  the 
region  in  its  relation  to  educational  centers,  opposed  as  I am 
to  the  policy  of  establishing  new  public  institutions  until  there 
is  a decided  need  for  them,  I cannot  lend  my  approval  to  this 
act.

its  real  estate.  It  shall  also  state  the  ground  upon  which  dis- 
solution is  sought  and  the  interest  of  the  petitioner  and  pay  for 
proper  relief ; ‘provided,  however,  that  when  any  corporation 
now  or  hereafter  organized  under  any  law  of  this  state  having 
capital  stock  actually  paid  in  exceeding  the  sum  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($40,000.00)  and  has  heretofore  or  shall  hereafter 
continue  in  the  business  for  which  it  was  incorporated  for  more 
than  three  years  and  in  the  carrying  out  of  such  business  as 
sustained  losses  whereby  the  capital  stock  so  paid  in  has  be- 
come impaired  so  as  to  be  worth  at  least  25%  less  than  its  par 
value,  then  in  any  such  case,  the  district  court  shall  have  power 
and  is  hereby  given  power  to  dissolve  any  such  corporation 
upon  petition  of  stockholders  owning  not  less  than  40%  of  such 
capital  stock  so  paid  in,  provided  that  such  stockholder  so  pe- 
titioning shall  have  paid  the  full  value  of  their  stock.’  ” 

And  that  when  so  amended  the  bill  do  pass.

dealer  in  intoxicating  liquors  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  the 
surety  on  his  liquor  bond  shall  be  liable  both  jointly  and  severally 
with  the  principal  for  such  damages,  and  recovery  may  be  had 
against  both  principal  and  surety  in  the  same  action;  provided, 
however,  that  no  right  of  action  shall  exist  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  unless  such  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  furnished  after 
written  notice  as  provided  by  law,  to  such  licensed  dealer  for- 
bidding him  to  furnish  such  liquor  to  the  person  whose  intoxica- 
tion has  caused  such  damage.  Proof  of  the  service  of  the  notice 
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herein  referred  to  shall  be  made  by  the  affidavit  of  the  party  serv- 
ing such  notice,  which  shall  state  the  time,  place  and  manner  of 
making  such  service.  Such  affidavit  shall  be  attached  to  a copy 
of  the  notice  served  and  be  forthwith  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Village 
Recorder,  Town  Clerk  or  City  Clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the 
village,  town  or  city  in  which  the  person  affected  by  the  notice  re- 
sides; provided,  further,  that  any  action  commenced  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  against  the  surety  or  sureties  on  the  bond 
herein  referred  to  shall  be  barred  unless  such  action  is  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  time  that  the  cause  of  action  accrued. 

‘‘Section  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  _with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  system  of  ventila- 
tion in  the  Senate  Chamber  reports  as  follows : 

We  find  four  foul  air  flues  near  the  floor,  one  in  each  corner  of 
the  chamber,  which  were  planned  and  intended  to  allow  air  to 
escape. 

We  also  learn  that  under  certain  atmospheric  conditions  cold  air 
comes  in  the  chamber  through  these  exit  flues  instead  of  passing 
out.  To  prevent  this  the  two  foul  air  flues  in  the  front  of  the 
chamber  have  been  closed ; the  two  at  the  back  part  are  now  open. 

The  system  of  ventilation  does  not  work  as  it  was  intended  it 
would  and  will  not  work  as  intended.  The  plan  is  therefore  im- 
perfect and  must  be  changed  to  be  effective.  We  believe  that  elec- 
tric fans  placed  in  the  up^^er  part  of  these  foul  air  flues  might 
force  the  air  out  so  that  fresh  and  warm  air  might  enter. 

Tt  is  reported  to  us  that  the  ventilation  in  the  House  Chamber 
is  as  imperfect  as  it  is  in  the  Senate  Chamber.  Therefore  to  the 
end  that  we  may  have  a perfect  system  of  ventilation,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Senate  and  House  will  take  such  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  the  same.

• The  President  reported  the  receipt  of  the  following  resolutions 
adopted  at  the  sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Department  of  Superin- 
tendence of  the  Minnesota  Educational  Association,  comptising 
the  school  superintendents,  high  and  graded  school  principals,  April 
10,  1909: 

Eirst — We  recognize  that  agricultural  education  should  'form  a 
vital  part  of  the  educational  system  of  this  state,  and  we  heartily 
endorse  the  plan  of  agricultural  education  as  provided  for  in  the 
Putnam  bill,  passed  by  the  Senate,  establishing  agricultural  de- 
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partments  in  ten  high,  graded  or  consolidated  rural  schools  of  the 
state,  and  unqualifiedly  urge  its  passage  by  the  House. 

Second — The  highest  interests  of  the  schools  of  the  state  would 
be  endangered  by  the  passage  of  the  text-book  legislation  embodied 
in  the  Gates-Cooke  text-book  bill,  providing  for  the  state  publica- 
tion of  text-books,  discourage  the  progress  now  manifest  in  the 
improvement  of  our  text-books  and  be  altogether  unsatisfactory 
and  unwise. 

Third — We  believe  that  a building  is  needed  and  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  College  of  Education  at  the  State  University,  thus 
providing  facilities  for  the  training  of  high  school  teachers  equal 
to  those  provided  by  the  state  normal  schools  for  teachers  below 
the  high  school  grades.

Whereby,  It  is  claimed  on  apparently  good  authority  that  the 
operation  of  said  plant  will  cause  offensive  and  unhealthy  odors  to 
arise  therefrom,  which  under  the  influence  of  winds  generally  pre- 
vailing in  this  vicinity  will  be  carried  over  upon  said  institutions, 
thereby  lessening  the  value  of  said  properties  and  the  desirability  of 
said  institutions  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  created,  and 
practically  crippling  the  great  university  which  has  so  large  a field 
of  usefulness  before  it;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring,  that  the  Attorney 
General  of  this  state  be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  take  such  proceedings  in  court  as  he  may  deem  necessary  against 
the  proper  parties  to  determine  whether  such  claims  of  liability  to 
injury  to  the  state’s  interests  are  well  founded,  and  if  so  that  the 
threatened  injurious  acts  be  forthwith  restrained.

“(c)  If  the  several  parcels  of  real  estate  requiring  separate 
valuation  shall  l)e  subject  to  one  mortgage,  the  interest  of  the^ 
mortgagee  shall  be  apportioned  among  such  several  parcels  ac- 
cording to  the  just  valuation  of  such  parcels.  In  case  such  parcels 
shall  be  situated  in  more  than  one  assessment  district,  the  amount 
of  tlie  interest  of  the  mortgage  to  be  assessed  in  each  district  sliall 
be  in  pro])ortion  to  the  valuation  of  such  real  estate  in  such  dis- 
trict.”

“Section  2.  All  the  taxes  levied  on  such  timber  which  th^ 
donors  may  reserve  to  themselves  under  this  act  shall  be  paid 
by  the  State  of  Minnesota  for  a period  not  exceeding  ten  years 
and  the  said  donors  shall  have  the  right  to  drive  their  logs 
through  Itasca  Lake  with  two  foot  head  of  water  during  such 
period  of  ten  years  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  timber  cut  on 
such  lands  to  market.  In  addition  to  the  right  given  to  the 
State  Forestry  Board  under  this  act,  they  shall  reserve  to  the 
State  and  it  shall  be  part  of  the  agreement  under  which  such 
donation  is  made  that  the  State  of  Minnesota  by  its  said  Fores- 
try Board  shall  have  the  right  to  select  such  groves  of  timber  as 
it  may  wish  to  preserve,  to  mark  such  groves  and  the  trees 
therein  with  copper  nails  or  white  paint  at  the  expense  of  the 
donors,  and  to  pay  the  purchase  price  for  the  stumpage  selected, 
which  price  shall  be  the  same  as  that  awarded  the  Red  River 
Lumber  Company  according  to  size : Provided,  that  the  State 
Forestry  Board  have  the  right  to  make  partial  payments  for 
any  standing  timber  which  the  Forestry  Board  may  purchase 
from  said  donors. 

“Section  3.  There  is  herel>y  annually  appropriated  out  of 
any  money  in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated 
the  sum  of  Eight  FTundred  Dollars  ($800.00)  per  annum,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  taxes 
on  any  timber  that  may  come  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

lection,^ 

“Section  3.  If  any  such  company,  joint  stock  association,

same  continues  for  thirty  days  after  the  service  of  such  notice, 
such  company,  joint  stock  association,  co-partnership,  corpora- 
tion, or  individual  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  in  an  amount 
equal  to  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  tax  imposed  upon  them,  to 
be  added  to  and  collected  with  such  tax;  and  if  there  be  such 
neglect  or  default  to  make  such  return  for  thirty  days  after  the 
service  of  such  notice,  the  Minnesota  Tax  Commission  shall 
fix  the  amount  of  such  gross  earnings  and  tax,  together  with 
such  penalty,  upon  the  best  evidence  they  can  obtain,  and  enter 
the  amount  of  such  gross  earnings,  tax,  and  penalty  in  the  books 
of  their  office,  and  certify  a return  thereof,  including  the  amount 
of  such  gross  earnings  so  fixed,  tax  and  penalty,  to  the  State 
Auditor,  who  shall  proceed  as  provided  in  Section  2 hereof. 
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Such  entry  shall  stand  in  the  place  of  the  report  required  by  law 
to  be  made  by  such  company,  joint  stock  association,  co-part- 
nership, corporation,  or  individual,  and  the  same  or  a certified 
copy  thereof  shall,  in  all  courts  of  the  State,  for  all  purposes,  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  correctness  and  validity  of  such  tax, 
or  percentage,  and  penalty,  and  also  the  liability  of  the  defend- 
ant therefor. 

“The  certificate  of  the  Treasurer  that  any  such  tax  or  per- 
centage of  gross  earnings  is  unpaid  and  due  from  any  such 
company,  joint  stock  association,  co-partnership,  corporation, 
or  individual,  and  of  the  amount  thereof,  and  of  such  penalty, 
shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  collection  by  sale  or  other- 
wise, of  such  tax  or  percentage  of  gross  earnings,  or  any  part 
thereof,  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held 
to  repeal  any  law  providing  for  the  payment  of  interest  upon 
any  delinquent  taxes. 

‘‘Sec.  4.  The  Minnesota  Tax  Commission  shall  have  au- 
thority and  power  to  prescribe  a uniform  system  of  accounting 
for  such  companies,  joint  stock  associations,  co-partnerships, 
corporations  or  individuals,  and  the  manner  and  method  of 
keeping  the  same  relating  to  the  various  items  constituting  or 
forming  a part  of  said  gross  earnings.  Provided,  that  in  case 
any  such  person,  company,  association,  copartnership  or  cor- 
poration shall  be  required  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission of  the  United  States  Government  to.  keep  his,  their  or 
its  books  or  accounts  in  a manner  prescribed  by  such  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  then  the  method  of  accounting  pre- 
scribed by  said  ^linnesota  Tax  Commission  for  such  person, 
company,  association,  co-partnership  or  corporation  shall  con- 
form as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  method  of  accounting  pre- 
scribed by  such  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

“Sec.  5.  Any  evasions  or  violations  of  the  law  in  respect  to 
such  gross  earnings,  which  the  Public  Examiner  may  discover 
as  a result  of  his  investigations,  shall  be,  by  him,  reported  to  the 
Governor,  and  a similar  notice,  which  shall  also  contain  a sum- 
mary of  the  errors  and  omissions  in  such  gross  earnings  tax  re- 
turns, shall  be  reported  by  him  to  the  ^Minnesota  Tax  Commis- 
sion forthwith. 

“Sec.  C).  .All  r)ther  acts,  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with 
this  Act,  are  hereby  re])ealed. 
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‘‘Sec.  7.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.”

and  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  seventy- five 
dollars;  those  having  a capital  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  and  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  eighty-five 
dollars;  those  having  a capital  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
and  less  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one  hundred  dollars ; 
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those  having  a capital  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  less 
than  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dol- 
lars; those  having  a capital  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  and 
less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars;'  those  having  a capital  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
and  less  than  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one  hundred  and  forty 
dollars;  those  having  a capital  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  and 
less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars ; those  having  a capital  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  and  less  than  one  million  dollars,  two  hundred 
dollars ; those  having  a capital  of  one  million  dollars  or  more,  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

“All  trust  companies  so  organized  shall  so  pay  the  following 
sums : 

“Those  having  a paid  up  capital  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  and  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  eighty-five 
dollars ; those  having  a paid  up  capital  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  and  less  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one  hun- 
dred dollars ; those  having  a paid  up  capital  of  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars  and  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
one  hundred  and  forty  dollars;  and  if  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  or  more,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars.

“Whenever  the  common  council  of  any  city  of  the  fourth  class, 
wherein  a municipal  court  heretofore  has  been  or  hereafter  shall 
be  organized,  shall  fail  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  municipal  judge,  as 
provided  for  by  law,  or  the  mayor  shall  not  approve  the  salary 
fixed  by  the  council,  such  judge  shall  receive  as  his  compensation 
until  such  salary  shall  be  so  fixed  and  approved  the  same  fees  as 
is  provided  for  in  section  32  of  chapter  229  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  State  of  ^Minnesota  for  the  year  1895,  shall  in  addi- 
tion to  his  duties  as  such  judge  perform  the  duties  incumbent  on 
the  clerk  of  such  municipal  court. 

“The  common  council  in  cities  of  the  fourth  class,  having  a pop- 
ulation of  less  than  five  thousand  inhabitants,  which  heretofore 
have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  and  which  have  not  organized  a municipal  court  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  may  by  resolution  adopted  by  its  com- 
mon council  or  governing  body  and  approved  by  its  mayor  or 
president  organize  such  a court  under  and  by  virtue  of  and  with 
such  jurisdiction  and  powers  as  are  conferred  by  chapter  229  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Minnesota  for  1905  and  amendments  thereto, 
and  the  judge  of  any  court  so  organized  shall,  in  addition  to  his 
duties  as  judge,  perform  tlie  duties  otherwise  incumbent  or  im- 
posed by  law  on  the  clerk  ‘of  such  municii)al  court. 

“In  addition  to  the  other  powers  now  granted  to  the  common 
council  of  any  city  of ^ the  fourth  class  hy  law,  which  powers  are 
not  abridged  or  impaired  by  anything  herein  contained,  such  com- 
mon council  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  salary  of  any  such 
judge,  which  salary  may  be  fixed  by  resolution  adopted  by  such 
council  and  approved  l)y  the  mayor  and  shall  not  be  diminished 
during  Ins  term. 

“Any  municipal  court  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  ap- 
ply shall  be  governed  as  near  as  may  be  under  and  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  law  applicalde  to  municipal  courts,  and  contained  in 
the  Revised  Laws  of  ^Minnesota,  1905,  and  the  jurisdiction  there- 
of the  practice  and  procedure  therein  shall  conform  as  near  as 
may  be  to  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  municipal' courts  con- 
tained in  the  Revised  Laws  of  Minnesota,  1905. 
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“Any  common  council  of  any  city  of  the  fourth  class  having  a 
municipal  court  now  organized,  or  which  shall  hereafter  organize 
a municipal  court  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  apply, 
shall  have  power  to  fix  such  reasonable  sum,  in  lieu  of  all  judges’  or 
clerks’  fees,  to  be  charged  to  litigants  in  civil  actions  therein,  and 
provide  for  the  collection  thereof  and  the  payment  of  the  suni 
so  fixed  into  the  city  treasury  of  such  city,  and  may  provide  for 
the  collection  of  fees  and  the  payment  thereof  into  the  city  treas- 
ury, or  shall  have  power  to  determine  that  the  fees  provided  for 
in  this  act  shall  be  in  lieu  of  and  in  place  of  all  salary,  and  shall 
have  power  to  and  may  require  in  cases  where  salary  is  paid  by 
the  city  that  such  judge  collect  such  fees  and  pay  same  into  the 
city  treasury  and  be  responsible  Aor  such  collection. 

“When  fees  shall  be  taxed  they  shall  be  taxed  and  paid  as  in 
ordinary  cases  in  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  shall  be  the 
same  in  amount  as  are  provided  in  section  32  of  chapter  229  of 
the  Laws  of  1895,  hereinbefore  stated. 

“Section  2.  Any  municipal  court  heretofore  organized  or  at- 
tempted to  be  organized  in  any  city  of  the  fourth  class  under  any 
law  and  now  existing  and  performing  the  duties  of  such  court  is 
hereby  legalized  and  the  organization  thereof  in  all  things  per- 
formed.” 

Amend  the  title  so  that  same  shall  read  as  follows : 

“A  bill  for  an  act  relating  to  the  powers,  duties  and  compen- 
sation of  judges  of  municipal  courts  and  to  the  powers  of  the 
common  councils  of  cities  of  the  fourth  class  in  certain  cases,  and 
legalizing  and  confirming  the  organizing  of  municipal  courts  in 
cities  of  the  fourth  class.”

Amend  S.  F.  No.  308  l)y  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  the  following,  to-wit : 

“Section  i.  Any  city  now  or  hereafter  having  a ])opulation 
greater  tlian  50,000  inhabitants  is  herel)y  authorized  to  acquire 
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plants  for  furnishing  gas,  electricity,  water  or  either,  any  or  all 
thereof  for  municipal  purposes,  as  well  as  for  the  use  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city,  and  for  that  purpose  may  exercise  the 
power  of  eminent  domain,  in  pursuance  of  chapter  41,  revised 
jaws  of  1905  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supple- 
.mentary  thereto,  and  thereby  may  take  any  and  all  property 
necessary  or  convenient  for  acquiring  and  establishing  such 
.plants  and  for  adding  thereto  from  time  to  time,  including  land, 
manufacturing  plants,  pumping  stations,  power  stations,  pipe 
lines,  conduits,  pole  and  wire  lines,  reservoirs,  filter  and  purifi- 
cation plants,  storage  plants,  transforming  and  converting 
plants,  and  any  and  all  other  property  necessary  or  convenient, 
wherever  situated,  within  or  without  corporate  limits,  or  of 
whatever  character,  and  whether  devoted  to  public  use  or  not. 

“Sec.  2.  The  proceedings  provided  by  said  chapter  41  shall 
be  instituted  and  conducted  under  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  city  council  and  pursuant  only  to  ordinance  of  docket  or 
.passed  by  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  elect  of  a city 
council  at  a regular  meeting  thereof.  Judgment  shall  be  en- 
tered upon  the  report  or  award  of  the  commissioners,  or  in  case 
of  an  appeal,  upon  the  verdict  but  only  after  the  direction  by 
the  city  council  by  such  two-thirds  vote  to  the  council  of  the 
city  to  move  for  such  judgment.  Such  motion  may  be  made  at 
any  time  within  four  months  of  the  filing  of  the  award  of  com- 
missioners, or  in  case  of  appeal,  at  any  time  within  four  months 
after  a verdict,  or  such  additional  time  as  the  court  may  order 
after  notice  allowed  for  that  purpose.  The  said  judgment  shall 
not  be  entered  nor  shall  any  of  the  bonds  herein  provided  for  be 
issued  until  the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a two  third 
vote  of  all  the  legal  voters  of  such  city  registered  and  voting  at 
the  next  regular  election  therein  or  at  a special  election  of  such 
voters  duly  called  for  that  purpose.  The  city  council  being 
hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  call  and  hold  such 
special  election.  The  judgment  shall  fix  and  determine  the 
amount  to  be  paid,  and  shall  vest  in  the  city  all  the  right,  title 
and  estate  of  the  parties  to  the  action  in  and  to  all  the  property 
taken.  The  faith  and  credit  of  the  city  shall  be  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  such  judgment  and  interest,  and  the  city  may  imme- 
diately enter  upon  and  take  the  property,  and  the  court  may  is- 
sue an  enforce  execution  for  any  other  writ,  process  or  order 
necessary  to  put  the  city  in  complete  possession  and  enjoyment 
of  the  property.  Such  judgment  pledge  and  payment  shall  be 
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deemed  a complete  and  effectual  taking  and  a complete  security 
for  payment. 

“Sec.  3.  The  city,  through  its  city  council,  may  notwithstanding 
an}^  limitations,  contained  in  the  charter  of  such  city,  or  in  law  of 
this  state,  prescribing  or  fixing  any  limit  upon  the  bonded  indebt- 
ness  of  such  city,  issue  and  sell  the  negotiable  bonds  of  the  city  for 
the  payment  of  such  judgment,  bearing  interest  at  a rate  not  ex- 
ceeding five  per  cent,  per  annum  and  maturing  in  thirty  years  after 
date,  and  sell  such  bonds  to  the  highest  bidder,  after  a publication 
of  notice  once  each  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  some  news- 
paper of  the  city.  Such  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  demonina- 
tions  as  the  city  council  may  determine  and  shall  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  par,  and  shall  bear  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  shall  be  executed 
by  the  mayor,  city  clerk  and  city  comptroller  in  the  name  of  the  city. 
The  city  comptroller  shall  keep  an  accurate  register  of  the  bonds. 
The  bonds  may  be  either  in  the  ordinary  coupon  form  or  may  be 
issued  as  registered  bonds,  transferable  in  the  usual  manner.  The 
faith  and  credit  of  the  city  shall  be  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds.  The  city  may  discontinue  the 
proceedings  at  any  time  before  entry  of  judgment.  The  city  council, 
may  after  acquiring  any  such  property,  operate  the  same  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  and  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  city  in  the 
manner  and  on  the  terms  prescribed  in  this  section  and  upon  the 
same  conditions,  to  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000.00)  or  less  as  a working  capital  for  the  operation  of  the 
plant. 

“Sec.  4.  Any  such  city  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  in 
event  of  an  operation  of  any  such  plant,  to  establish  and  collect  rates 
for  service  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  upon  such  bonds,  maintain 
such  plant  in  perfect  condition,  and  to  operate  the  same  at  a high 
standard  of  efficiency.  The  substantial  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  the  contract  with  the  holder  of 
any  bonds  of  the  city,  that  may  hereafter  be  issued  hereunder  and 
shall  be  kept  inviolate. 

“Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.” 

Also  that  the  title  of  said  bill  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

“A  bill  for  an  act  authorizing  cities  now  or  hereafter  having  a 
population  exceeding  50,000  inhabitants  to  acquire  gas,  electric  and 
water  ])lants  and  property  therefor  by  the  exercise  of  eminent  do- 
main and  to  operate  the  same.” 
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And  that  when  so  amended  the  bill  be  sent  out  without  recom^ 
mendation.

maintaining  of  proper  schools  for  the  children  of  school  age  resid- 
ing within  such  territory,  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
may,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  county  board  of  the  county  in 
which  such  unorganized  territory  is  located,  establish  and  maintain 
such  schools  as  are  necessary.  The  cost  of  establishing  and  main- 
taining such  schools,  after  the  local  and  general  taxes  for  school 
purposes  are  exhausted,  shall  be  paid  one-half  by  the  state,  but  the 
total  expense  to  the  state  in  any  year  shall  not  exceed  the  appro- 
priation herein  provided  for.

lating to  the  domestication,  propagation  and  shipment  of  game  and 
fish.

Any  dog  or  dogs  used  or  attempted 
to  be  used  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  and  is  a public  nuisance,  and  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  any  person  to  kill  any  dog  or  dogs  so  being  used  or  at- 
tempted to  be  used.  The  use  or  running  of  either  pointer  or  set- 
ter dogs  in  fields  or  upon  lands  frequented  by  or  in  which  game 
birds  may  be  found  at  any  time  except  dmdng  the  open  season  for 
killing  game  birds,  and  the  keeping  or  maintaining  of  any  dog 
at  or  about  any  hunting  camp  or  lumber  camp  used  by  hunters,  sit- 
uated in  any  locality  frequented  by  deer,  moose  or  caribou,  is  here- 
by prohibited  and  made  unlawful. 

“ ‘Provided  that  such  dogs  may  be  run  during  the  month  of 
August  for  purpose  of  training  only,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  accompanying  or  in  charge  of  such  dog  at  said  time 
to  have  in  his  possession  any  shotgun  or  rifle,  and  no  person  shall 
run  or  train  any  dog  during  the  month  of  August  as  provided  here- 
in without  first  having  obtained  a permit  therefor  from  the  State 
Game  and  Fish  Commission.’  ”

H.  F.  No.  871,  A bill  for  an  act  to  amend  section  five  thousand 
one  hundred  sixty  (5160)  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  five  (1905)  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred 
ninety-eight  (398)  of  the  General  Laws  of  Minnesota  for  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  seven  (1907),  relating  to  the  exposure  and 
neglect  of  animals. 

Reports  the  same  back  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be 
amended  as  follows : 

Amend  section  one  (i)  of  H.  F.  No.  871  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

“Section  i.  That  Section  5160  Revised  Laws  of  1905,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  398  of  the  General  Laws  of  Minnesota  for 
1907,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“ ‘5160.  Any  sheriff,  constal)le,  village  marshal,  police  officer 
or  agent  of  any  society  for  the  i)revention  of  cruelty  to  animals 
may  remove,  shelter  or  care  for  any  horse  or  otlier  animal  found 
exposed  to  the  weather  and  not  properly  blanketed,  or  remaining 
more  than  one  hour  continuously  without  attention  in  cold  or  in- 
clement weather,  or  which  is  suffering  from  lack  of  sufficient  or 
proi)er  food  or  water,  and  when  necessary  may  deliver  such  animal 
to  another  ])erson  to  be  so  sheltered  or  cared  for;  but  in  all  cases 
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the  owner  or  custodian,  if  known,  or  with  reasonable  diligence 
can  be  ascertained,  shall  be  immediately  notified  and  such  officer 
or  the  person  having  possession  of  the  animal  shall  have  a lien 
thereon  for  its  care  and  keeping  and  for  the  reasonable  value  of 
the  food  and  water  furnished  and  the  expense  of  giving  notice  as 
herein  provided;  but  if  the  owner  or  custodian  be  unknown  and 
cannot  with  reasonable  effort  be  ascertained,  or  if  notified,  shall 
not  within  thirty  days  after  such  notice  redeem  such  animal  by 
paying  the  expenses  incurred  as  aforesaid,  it  may  be  sold  by  the 
sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  county  on  request  of  the  person 
giving  such  shelter  or  care.  Notice  of  such  sale -shall  be  given 
and  the  sale  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  the  same  fees  shall 
be  allowed  therefor  as  in  case  of  sales  upon  execution  issued  out 
of  courts  of  justice  of  the  peace.  Prior  to  such  sale  the  person 
requesting  such  sale  shall  deliver  to  the  officer  making  the  sale  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  charges  for  such  shelter,  care  and  the 
giving  of  such  notice.  After  deducting  the  amount  of  the  reason- 
able charges  and  the  costs  of  the  sale,  the  officer  shall  deposit  the 
remainder  of  the  money,  together  with  said  statement  of  charges 
and  his  statement  of  the  sale  and  the  cost  thereof,  with  the  County 
Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor.’  ”

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives : 

Your  committee  on  conference  to  which  was  referred  several 
bills  pertaining  to  agricultural  education,  respectfully  report  as 
follows : 

We  have  carefully  considered  all  l)ills  coming  before  our 
committee  at  a numl)er  of  sessions  of  said  committee  and  have 
held  hearings  on  said  lulls  with  remarks  from  a good  many  edu- 
cators and  school  men  of  this  and  other  states,  and  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  wise  at  this  time  for  this  state 
to  establish  four  (4)  county  agricultural  schools  under  such 
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reo-ulations  as  mav  be  recommended.  We  recommend  that  all 
sections  except  the  enacting  clause  of  H.  F.  No.  79  be  stricken 
out  and  the  following  substituted,  and  that  when  so  amended 
the  bill  do  pass : 

Section  i.  Whenever  in  the  opinions  of  the  citizens  of  any 
county  it  shall  be  deemed  wise  to  establish  a school  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  instruction  in  agriculture,  domestic  econ- 
omy, manual  training,  and  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  rural 
schools,  a petition  containing  the  names  of  not  less  than  5% 
of  the  resident  freeholders  of  the  county  and  not  necessarily 
exceeding  500  names  may  be  filed  with  the  county  board,  pray- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  such  school,  said  County  Board 
shall,  at  its  next  regular  or  special  meeting,  consider  such  peti- 
tion and  in  case  said  County  Board  decides  in  favor  of  estab- 
lishing such  school,  said  County  Board  shall  submit  the  propo- 
sition to  the  voters  of  the  county,  at  a general  election  or  a spe- 
cial election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose.  Such  proposition  shall 
be  placed  upon  a ballot  and  shall  be  in  the  following  form : 

“Shall  the  county  be  authorized  to  establish  an  agricultural 
school  at  a cost  of  not  exceeding  Twenty-five  Hundred  Dollars 
($2,500)  per  school  year.” 

Yes.... 

No 

Section  2.  If  such  petition  shall  receive  a majority  of  the 
votes  cast  at  such  election  the  County  Board  shall  so  advise 
the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agricultural,  the  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction  the  Chairman  of  the  Agricultural 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University, 
who  shall  be  known  as  the  State  Advisory  Committee,  with 
the  request  that  a school  be  located  in  such  county  and  any 
county  having  voted  to  maintain  a school  shall  after  such  notifi- 
cation and  the  filing  of  such  petition  be  considered  an  applicant 
for  a school  of  agricultural. 

There  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($100,000)  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  required,  be- 
ing Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  for  building  and 
equipping  and  providing  dormitory  facilities  for  one  school  in 
either  the  first  or  third  Congressional  Districts,  $25,000  for  a 
school  in  the  seventh  Congressional  District,  $25,000  for  a 
school  in  the  second  Congressional  District  and  $25,000  for  a 
school  to  be  located  in  the  sixth  or  eighth  Congressional  Dis- 
tricts. 
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Section  3.  Counties  voting  to  establish  schools  of  agricul- 
ture under  this  act  shall  make  application  to  their  County 
Board  to  the  State  Advisory  Committee  who  shall  set  a date 
for  the  hearing  of  all  applications  for  a school  and  after  due 
consideration  and  investigation  shall  thereafter  decide  in  a rea- 
sonable time,  where  such  school  shall  be  located. 

Section  4.  Whenever  a County  Board  has  been  notified 
that  its  petition  for  the  establishment  of  a school  in  its  county 
has  been  granted,  such  County  Board  is  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  levy  and  spread  on  the  tax  roll  a sufficient  sum  to 
pay  one  quarter  of  the  cost  of  maintenance,  but  not  exceeding 
the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500)  dur- 
ing any  school  year. 

Section  5.  There  is  hereby  created  for  any  county  desiring 
to  establish  such  a school  a board  of  five  members  to  be  known 
as  the  “The  Board  of  Trustees”  of  the  County  Agricultural  and 
Training  School,  of  which  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  Dean  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota  shall  be  members  and  of  which  the  County  Super- 
intendent shall  in  all  cases  act  as  Secretary.  The  other  three 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  County  Board,  one  to  serve 
for  the  balance  of  the  school  year  in  which  they  are  appointed,, 
one  to  serve  until  the  end  of  the  second  school  year,  one  to 
serve  until  the  end  of  the  third  school  year,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed  and  have  qualified.  One  member  shall  there- 
after be  appointed  each  school  year  for  a term  of  three  years, 
but  no  member  of  the  County  Board  shall  be  eligible  to  appoint- 
ment on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  6.  Each  person  appointed  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  shall  within  ten  days  after  a notice  of  such  ap- 
pointment, take  an  oath  to  discharge  his  duties  faithfully,  which 
oath,  together  with  a bond,  in  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($2000)  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Auditor. 
Within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  their  appointment,  the  members 
shall  meet  and  organize,  by  selecting  one  of  their  members 
President.  The  members  shall  receive  no  compensation,  ex- 
cept their  actual  expenses  while  going  to  and  from  and  while 
attending  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  in  the  nec- 
essary discharge  of  their  official  duties  in  establishing,  equip- 
ping and  maintaining  the  school. 

After  having  determined  the  amount  of  money  required,  to 
maintain  the  school  for  one  year,  less  such  an  amount  as  is

hereby  appropriated,  the  Secretary  shall  make  a report  of  the 
estimated  amount  required,  to  the  County  Auditor,  in  sufficient 
time  to  be  spread  on  the  tax  roll,  but  any  such  estimated 
amount  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  and  change  of  the 
County  Board. 

Section  7.  The  County  Treasurer  shall  act  as  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  created  under  section  5 of  this  act, 
and  all  funds  levied  and  collected  for  the  purpose  of  maintain- 
ing such  school,  shall  be  placed  in  his  hands,  the  same  as  all 
other  funds  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  countersigned  by  its  Secretary. 

Section  8.  The  State  Advisory  Committee  shall  prescribe 
the  courses  of  study  to  be  pursued  in  the  County  Agricultural 
and  Training  school  to  consist  of: 

First.  Instruction  in  the  elements  of  Agriculture,  Horticul- 
ture, plant  life,  animal  life,  a system  of  farm  accounts,  and  man- 
ual training  and  domestic  economy. 

Second.  Instruction  in  the  common  branches  and  such  other 
branches  as  are  necessary  for  the  training  of  teachers  in  the 
rural  schools  and  for  country  life  education.  The  State  Ad- 
visory Committee  shall  also  determine  in  connection  with  the 
Trustees  the  qualifications  to  be  required  of  the  principal  and 
other  teachers  in  said  school  and  shall  have  a vote  in  election 
and  fixing  the  salary  of  the  principal.  The  other  teachers  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  provided  that  the 
course  of  study  in  the  County  School  of  Agriculture  shall  be 
framed  to  corelate  with  the  courses  of  study  in  the  Minnesota 
State  School  of  Agriculture  at  University  Farm,  St.  Paul,  so 
that  students  from  the  county  school  shall  be  admitted  with- 
out examination  to  the  next  higher  class  in  the  Minnesota 
State  School  of  Agriculture. 

Section.  9.  The  State  Advisory  Committee  shall  annually 
report  to  the  Governor  relating  to  the  property,  management, 
instruction  and  efficiency  of  the  school  and  make  such  recom- 
mendations as  in  their  judgment  will  further  the  efficiency  and 
usefulness  of  any  or  all  of  such  schools.  Upon  the  completion 
of  the  prescribed  courses  of  study  in  the  Teachers’  Training 
Department,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  here- 
by empowered  to  issue  to  its  graduates  common  school  cer- 
tificates of  the  first  or  second  grade,  under  such  rules  as  he  may 
fix. 

Section  JO.  Each  of  such  schools  shall  have  connected. with 
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it  a tract  of  land  for  a school  garden  and  for  purposes  of  experi- 
ment and  demonstration  containing  not  less  than  forty  (40) 
acres.  Such  piece  or  parcel  of  land  together  with  the  site  of 
the  school  shall  in  all  cases  be  donated  to  and  shall  be  trans- 
ferred in  fee  simple  to  the  State  of  Minnesota  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  citizens  of  any  city  or  village  within  or  near  whose 
boundaries  such  school  may  be  located  and  before  state  aid 
can  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  or  maintaining 
any  school.  After  the  County  Board  has  decided  to  establish 
a school  the  County  Board  and  the  State  Advisory  Committee 
may  receive  offers  of  locations  as  well  as  money  from  each 
village  or  city  desiring  to  have  the  school  located  within  or 
near  its  boundaries;  such  offers  and  locations  shall  be  examined 
and  considered  by  the  said  boards,  after  which  said  two  boards 
shall  accept  in  the  name  of  the  state  such  site  and  money  or 
other  valuable  property  in  aid  of  establishing  the  school,  as  in 
their  judgment  may  seem  best,  receiving  to  all  lands  donated 
for  school  site  and  experimental  tract  a deed  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota.  The  board  of  Trustees  shall  thereafter 
proceed  to  build  such  school  as  soon  as  all  other  requirements 
prescribed  by  this  act,  theretofore  necessary,  have  been  com- 
plied with. 

Section  ii.  The  sums  hereinbefore  and  hereafter  appro- 
priated shall  be  availa1)le  for  the  use  of  any  of  said  counties  as 
soon  as  the  State  Treasurer  has  been  notified  l:>y  the  State  Ad- 
visory Board  that  the  requirements  of  Section  10  have  been 
complied  with,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  individual  county  in- 
terested. Said  Notice  shall  be  given  by  the  State  Advisory 
Board  to  tlie  State  Treasurer  as  soon  as  any  county  has  com- 
plied with  all  sections  of  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
state  aid.  Said  sums  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurers  of  such 
counties  under  regulations  required  by  the  State  Auditor,  l)ut 
no  funds  shall  l)e  paid  by  the  state  until  after  the  ])lans  for  any 
school  l)uilding  to  l)e  erected  or  purchased  have  l)een  approved 
by  the  State  Advisory  Committee.  After  such  approval  and 
letting  of  contracts,  tlie  State  Treasurer  shall  pay  over  said 
funds  at  such  stated  times  as  may  be  required  upon  the  order 
of  the  State  Advisory  Committee. 

Section  12.  Whenever  any  school  has  l)een  estal)lished  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  whose  course  of  study  and  the  quali- 
fications of  whose  teachers  have  been  ap])roved,  state  aid 
amounting  in  all  cases  to  three-fourths  (}i  ) of  the  cost  of  main- 
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tenaiice  of  each  of  such  schools  shall  be  granted,  but  in  no  case 
shall  any  school  receive  more  than  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($7,500)  state  aid  during  any  one  year. 

Section  13.  To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  section  12  of 
this  act,  there  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
tenance the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000),  being 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500)  to  be  available 
for  each  of  four  (4)  schools  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  August 
I,  1909,  and  a sum  of  equal  amount  is  hereby  appropriated  an- 
nually thereafter. 

Section  14.  The  schools  organized  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  free  to  residents  of  the  state. 

Section  15.  The  schools  established  under  this  act  are  here- 
b}^  authorized  through  the  State  Advisory  Committee  and  the 
County  Board  of  Trustees  to  accept  and  receive  any  and  all 
donations  whether  by  deed,  gift,  grant,  or  will  of  property, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  which  may  be  offered,  accepting  and 
receiving  them  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  county  schools  hereby  authorized. 

Section  16.  The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota  is  hereby  authorized,  with  and  by  approval  of  the 
Governor,  to  accept  funds  which  may  be  available  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  agricultural  secondary  schools  and  branch 
experiment  stations. 

Section  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  ' . 
and  after  its  passage.

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Senate  do  hereby  dissent 
and  protest  against  the  passage  of  H.  F.  No.  227,  '‘A  bill  for  an 
act  defining  and  classifying  mineral  lands  and  providing  for  the 
taxation  of  same,”  which  bill  the  undersigned  believe  injurious 
to  the  public  and  to  all  individuals  owning  iron  ore  lan-Js  or 
leases  thereof  from  private  persons  or  the  State,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons : 

1.  Said  bill  provides  for  an  arbitrary  tax  upon  iron  ore  lands 
and  iron  ore,  wholly  without  respect  to  the  valuation  thereof. 

2.  Because  it  imposes  an  arbitrary  tax  upon  property  with- 
out any  regard  whatever  to  the  actual  or  market  value  or  income 
thereof  and  is,  therefore,  essentially  unjust,  confiscatory  and  ty- 
rannical. 


3.  Because  said  bill  will  deprive  the  localities  where  iron  ore 
is  situated  of  their  just  share  in  the  taxes  provided  for  therein. 

4.  Because  in  our  judgment  said  act  will  deprive  one  person 
of  his  property  to  pay  the  tax  therein  levied  upon  the  propert}^ 
of  another. 

5.  Because  said  act  violates  the  constitution  of  this  state 
and  the  provision  thereof  requiring  that  “Taxes  shall  be  uni- 
form upon  the  same  class  of  subjects”  in  that  bill  provides  for 
two  methods  of  taxation  upon  lands  containing  iron  ore  pro- 
ducing over  20,000  tons  per  annum,  viz. : the  advalorem  basis 
for  the  local  taxes  and  the  arbitrary  tonnage  tax  for  the  State 
without  regard  to  valuation.  It  classes  the  same  identical  prop- 
erty for  taxation  in  two  classes,  one  of  which  must  be  contrary 
to  the  constitution. 

6.  Because  it  violates  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Fed- 
eral constitution  prohibiting  the  legislature  from  passing  any 
law  impairing  the  obligation  of  a contract. 

7.  Because  said  bill  is  contrary  to  the  14th  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
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8.  Because  said  bill  is  based  upon  the  socialistic  doctrine  that 
the  State  has  a right  to  take  a share  in  the  natural  resources  of 
the  State  under  the  guise  of  taxation  greater  than  it  could  con- 
stitutionally take  in  other  property,  and  the  promulgation  of  such 
a policy  on  the  part  of  this  State  would  seriously  retard  the  de- 
velopment of  the  industries  of  the  State.

the  water  supply  has  been  condemned  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
. and  the  city  has  been  compelled  to  install  a new  system  of  water 
works  at  heavy  expense,  which  is  being  now  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  Engineer  Bass  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  there  be  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  of  the 
state  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  the  City  of 
Mankato  and  $2,500  for  the  City  of  Breckenridge  to  be  used  in 
part  to  reimburse  these  said  cities  for  unusual  expenditures  during 
the  above  mentioned  epidemic.

“4.  Whether  such  corporation  was  engaged  in  active  business 
during  preceding  year. 

“5.  In  what  state  such  corporation  is  licensed  to  transact  busi- 
ness as  a foreign  corporation. 

“In  case  such  corporation  fails  to  file  its  report,  as  above  set 
forth,  it  shall  be  allowed  to  file  such  report  prior  to  January  first 
next  thereafter  on  payment  to  the  secretary  of  state  a forfeit  of 
ten  dollars. 
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“In  case  said  report  is  not  filed  by  said  January  first,  the  cor- 
porate rights  and  privileges  granted  to  such  corporation  shall  be 
suspended  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  enter  such  suspension 
on  the  records  of  his  department  and  immediately  notify  such  sus- 
pended corporation  of  such  suspension. 

“The  secretary  of  state  shall  during  the  month  of  December  of 
each  year  forward  to  every  corporation  required  to  make  an  an- 
nual report  under  the  provisions  of  this  secton,  blanks  therefor. 

“Whenever  any  change  is  made  in  the  officers  of  such  corpora- 
tion, the  names  and  addresses  of  the  officers  elected  shall  be  filed 
with  the  secretary  of  state  within  twenty  days  after  such  change. 

“The  failure  to  file  such  report  in  the  time  specified  herein  shall 
be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  on  which  the  secretary  is  authorized 
to  declare  the  suspension  of  corporate  rights  and  privileges  herein 
provided. 

“The  secretary  of  state  may  rescind  the  suspension  provided  in 
this  section  on  presentation  of  an  affidavit  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  a corporation  to  the  effect  that  such  corporation 
has  not  suspended  its  ordinary  and  lawful  business  since  its  or- 
ganization up  to  the  date  of  suspension ; or  that  the  corporation  at 
the  time  the  suspension  was  declared  held  title  or  transferable  in- 
terests in  real  estate.

with  all  the  facilities  in  this  act  provided,  as  is  by  section  2 of  this 
act  appropriated  for  like  purposes  for  other  schools  to  be  established 
hereunder  and  any  school  so  established  under  this  proviso  shall 
receive  state  aid,  in  the  sum  mentioned  and  set  forth  in  section  12, 
every  calendar  year,  which  sum  is  hereby  appropriated  each  year 
for  the  maintenance  and  aid  of  such  agricultural  school  established 
under  this  proviso,  but  the  provisions  in  this  act  in  reference  to

That  the  proposed  bill  does  not  materially  change  the  ratio  of 
representation  in  the  House,  as  required  by  law  to  conform  to 
the  population,  but  in  substance  simply  enlarges  the  House  with- 
out curing  the  gross  inequalities  now  existing; 

That  the  bill  does  not  attempt  to  change  the  Senatorial  Districts 
to  cure  the  existing  .inequalities,  except  in  one  instance,  and  in  that 
case  the  inequality  is  not  so  great  as  in  several  other  Districts  of 
the  State; 
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That  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  matter  of  reapportionment 
should  rest  until  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  after  the  next 
National  census,  and  then  the  inequalities  will  be  so  glaring  and 
manifest  that  a general  reapportionment  of  both  branches  of  the 
Legislature  may  be  had  based  upon  the  population,  at  which  time 
the  Legislature  should  decrease  instead  of  increase  the  members  of 
both  branches  of  the  Legislature.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Minnesota,

Hon.  A.  0.  Eherhart,  President  of  the  Senate: 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 

Senate  the  following  nomination : 

Inspector  of  Steam  Vessels  and  Steam  Boilers: 

Michael  J.  Reinhardy,  of  Dakota  County,  for  the  Thirtieth 
Senatorial  District,  vice  Frank  Weiderhold,  term  expired,  for 
the  term  ending  the  31st  day  of  January,  1911. 

St.  Paul,  April  20,  1909. 
Hon.  A.  0.  Eherhart,  President  of  the  Senate: 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  S.  F.  No.  100,  with- 
out my  approval. 

The  bill  is  defective  in  that  it  provides  specifically  for  two 
subjects  or  classes  of  beneficiaries  with  but  one  expressed  in 
the  title. 

Another  serious  objection  to  the  bill  is  the  legislative  power 
conferred  upon  an  executive  officer  of  the  state,  giving  to  him 
the  sole  power  to  determine  who  should  or  should  not  partici- 
pate in  the  bounty  of  the  state. 

My  principal  objection  to  it,  however,  is'  in  the  general  policy 
of  the  bill  which  opens  up  the  public  treasury  for  pension  pur- 
poses without  limit.  I am  opposed  to  the  principle  of  a pension 
policy  on  the  part  of  the  state  generally,  and  cannot  concur  in 
any  plan  which  is  without  some  general  limitation  as  to  the 
amount  to  be  set  aside  for  this  purpose.

Sir:  The  Elliott  Hospital  about  to  be  erected  on  the  campus  of 
the  State  University  is  designed  to  accommodate  one  hundred  pa- 
tients. Upon  the  best  information  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
could  obtain  the  cost  per  bed,  at  least  in  the  earlier  years,  would 
probably  not  fall  below  five  hundred  dollars;  and  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents accordingly  asked  an  appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
per  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  hospital.  The  Legislature  has 
appropriated  five  thousand  dollars  for  that  purpose  for  the  year 
ending  1910,  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  ending  1911. 

These  amounts  are  utterly  inadequate,  and  it  will  not  be  possible 
, for  the  Board  of  Regents  to  open  the  hospital  to  the  use  of  the 
pul)lic  unless  more  adequate  provision  is  made  for  its  maintenance. 
The  plans  are  ready  and  the  money  donated  and  appropriated  by 
the  Legislature  is  available  for  the  immediate  construction  of  the 
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new  hospital.  It  ought  to  be  in  readiness  for  occupancy  in  the 
early  part  of  1910  at  the  latest.  But,  as  suggested  above,  it  will 
have  to  remain  unoccupied,  unless  provision  for  its  maintenance 
is  made  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature. 

I would  suggest  and  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Legislature 
appropriate  an  additional  sum  of  at  least  forty  thousand  dollars, 
available  for  the  biennial  period. 

Upon  information  as  to  the  contents  of  the  appropriation  bill 
as  it  relates  to  University  matters,  I am  satisfied  that  certain  items 
can  properly  be  eliminated  to  such  an  extent  as  to  reduce  the  total 
charge  on  the  treasury  if  this  appropriation  is  made.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 


State  of  Minnesota, 
Executive  Department. 

St.  Paul,  April  21,  1909. 
Hon.  A.  0.  Ehcrharf,  President  of  the  Senate: 

Sir — I have  the  honor  to  return  herewith — 

S.  F.  No.  473,  A bill  for  an  act  to  amend  section  sixty-seven 
(67)  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  one,  thousand  nine  hundred  five 
(1905)  relating  to  compromise  of  claims  of  the  state. 
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The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  make  adjustments  of  certain  cases 
of  timber  trespass  which  were  fairly  considered  by  the  Timber 
Board,  tried  in  the  District  Courts,  where  judgments  Were  ordered 
and  these  sustained  by  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  in  the  state. 

The  principle  involved  in  these  cases  is  not  different  from  that  in 
many  other  claims  which  have  also  been  considered  and  promptly 
paid  by  the  persons  against  whom  claims  were  had. 

In  previous  messages  to  the  Legislature  I have  advised  legislation, 
giving  to  the  Timber  Board  wider  discretionary  power  to  adjust 
just  such  claims  as  are  involved  in  this  measure,  and  this,  it  seems 
to  me,  is  the  only  proper  course  to  pursue,  rather  than  to  establish 
a court  of  equity  to  adjust  causes  which,  having  been  tried  in  the 
courts,  have  resulted  in  judgments  under  the  law  in  favor  of  the 
state.  The  creation  of  a tribunal  like  this  would  have  the  effect 
of  overturning  not  only  the  actions  of  the  Timber  Board  but  of  the 
courts  themselves. 

I very  seriously  question  the  moral  effect  of  legislation  of  this 
character  upon  those  who  in  the  future  shall  purchase  timber  from 
state  lands. 

Another  serious  objection  to  the  measure  is  in  the  fact  that 
upon  petition  of  any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  decisions  of 
the  courts,  the  Governor  is  arbitrarily  compelled  to  appoint  an 
equity  board,  consisting  of  the  Attorney  General  and  two  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  latter  not  being  obliged  to  serve  under 
the  Constitution,  which  provides  that  they  shall  hold  no  other 
office  under  the  state  government. 

For  the  reasons  above  recited  I cannot  approve  of  S.  F.  No.  473.

On  or  before  Eebruary  ist  of  each  year,  every  com- 
pany, joint  stock  association,  co-partnership,  corporation  or  in- 
dividual, required  by  law  to  pay  taxes  to  the  State  upon  a gross  earn- 
ings basis,  shall  make  and  furnish  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Min- 
nesota Tax  Commission,  and  a duplicate  to  the  Public  Examiner,  in 
such  form  as  the  Public  Examiner,  with  the  approval  of  the  Tax 
Commission,  may  prescribe,  containing  a true  and  just  return  of 
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the  gross  earnings  for  and  during  the  year  ending  December  31st 
preceding,  verified  by  the  person  constituting  such  company,  if  a 
person,  or  by  its  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  superintendent,  or 
chief  officer  in  this  State,  if  an  association  or  corporation.  Such 
gross  earnings  shall  be  computed  in  accordance  with  the  method 
prescribed  by  law. 

“Sec.  2.  The  Minnesota  Tax  Commission  shall  certify  such  re- 
turns of  gross  earnings  with  a statement  of  the  per  cent  and  amount 
due  thereon,  to  the  State  Auditor,  who  shall  then  make  his  draft 
on  such  company,  joint  stock  association,  co-partnership,  corpora- 
tion, or  individual,  for  the  amount  of  taxes  due,  and  place  the  same 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  for  collection. 

“Sec.  3.  If  any  such  company,  joint  stock  association,  co-part- 
nership, corporation  or  individual  fails  to  make  return  of  its  gross 
earnings,  and  the  whole  thereof,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  in 
this  chapter  provided,  the  Minnesota  Tax  Commission  shall  notify 
them  of  such  neglect  or  default ; and  if  the  same  continues  for  thirty 
days  after  the  service  of  such  notice,  such  company,  joinst  stock 
association,  co-partnership,  corporation,  or  individual  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a penalty  in  an  amount  equal  to  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
tax  imposed  upon  them,  to  be  added  to  and  collected  with  such  tax ;

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ing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  to  repeal  any  law  providing  for 
the  payment  of  interest  upon  any  delinquent  taxes. 

'‘Sec.  4.  The  Public  Examiner  with  the  approval  of  the  Tax 
Commission  shall  have  authority  and  power  to  prescribe  a uniform 
system  of  accounting  for  such  companies,  joint  stock  associations, 
co-partnerships,  corporations  or  individuals,  and  the  manner  and 
method  of  keeping  the  same  relating  to  the  various  items  constitut- 
ing or  forming  a part  of  said  gross  earnings.
